A group of 36 Marin county 
clergy men has protested County 
Administrator Alan Bruce’s re­ 
commended cuts in the 197 0-7 1 
county budget for welfare pro­ 
gram s, the human rights com­ 
mission, the new careers pro­ 
gram and the well-baby clinic. 
The clergy men wrote an open 
letter to the superv isors y ester­ 
day 
opposing 
any 
efforts 
to 
abolish the new careers and hu­ 
man rights staffs or cut back 
welfare or clinic programs. 
“ We, as clergy men of Marin 
County , aware of the cost and 
p r o b l e m s of supporting low- 
income families, oppose the re­ 
commendation that superv isors 
discontinue the present lev el of 
supplementation,” the l e t t e r 
said. (Because of Marin’s high 
cost of liv ing, the county prov ­ 
ides supplementary grants to 
som e welfare recipients.) 
The clergy men asked superv i­ 
sors to “ join with us in support­ 
ing state legislation to increase 
the state participating base . . . ” 
Failure to do so, the ministers 
warned, would mean “ increased 
problems 
of 
health, 
housing, 
malnutrition 
and 
crim e” 
and 
would “ adv ersely affect the ge­ 
neral moral and spiritual health 
of the recipients and general 
public of Marin County . 
The clergy men contended that 
“ Marin County has one of the 
leading human rights com m is­ 
sions in the country , and it has 
succeeded through the efforts of 
a sm all but effectiv e staff.”

Musical Interest 


Forcing a child to play the 
piano against his will is one of 
the surest ways to discourage 
his musical interest, says Const­ 
ance Wagner, music education 
consultant. 


Pattern selection is important.

Where We Should Push The ‘Pusher’ 
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Will Peripheral Canal Help 
Or Damage The Delta? 
When the Chinese coolies labored 
a century ago to raise the levees which 
created th e Sacramento-San Joaquin 
Delta area as we know it today, little 
could they imagine what it would lead 
to. 
Today's battle over whether or not 
to build the Peripheral Canal is not 
likely to end soon. 
D on Pinkerton, an unsuccessful 
candidate for Republican nomination 
for state senate from the d i s t r i c t 
which includes Marin, mentioned the 
Peripheral Canal from time to time in 
his campaign. Most of his Marin listen­ 
ers didn’t know what he was talking 
about. 
Republican Gov. R o n a l d Reagan 
and his administration s u p p o r t the 
project which was the brainchild of 
th e administration of Democrat Pat 
Brown, when he was governor. 
Jesse Unruh, Democratic candidate 
f o r governor against Reagan, stands 
foursquare against the plan. 
We are likely to hear much more 
a b o u t it as the Reagan-Unruh cam­ 
paign develops. 
DESCRIBED IN THE SIMPLEST 
possible terms, the Peripheral Canal 
would be a huge c o n c r e t e riverbed 
constructed around the heart of the 
Delta area to carry water from the Sec- 
ramento River to a pumping station 
at Tracy where it would be sent south 
by canal for use agriculturally in the 
southern San Joaquin Valley and do­ 
mestically in southern California. 
It would cost an estimated $200 
million to build and would be financed 
jointly by state and federal funds. 
It has always been envisioned as a 
key link in the California water plan 
approved by voters in a statewide elec­ 
tion about a decade ago. 
UNRUH AND SEN. JOHN Nejedly 
of Contra Costa County have intro­ 
duced a measure in the Legislature at 
Sacramento to b 1 o c k construction of 
the Peripheral Canal. In Washington, 
Congressman Jerome Waldie, also of 
Contra Costa, is battling against con­ 
gressional approval of the project. 
Southern California representa­ 
tives at Sacramento and Washington 
presumably will be b a t t l i n g just as 
hard for approval. Governor Reagan 
a n d his administration — including 
Secretary Norman B. Livermore Jr., of 
the California Resources A g e n c y — 
are among the most outspoken propo­ 
nents. 
PRESSURE GROUPS INVOLVED 
include the Sierra Club and other con­ 
servation groups w’bo support the sta­ 
tus quo and oppose change in the Del­ 
ta; fish and game groups who would 
like to see existing fisheries and water-

fowi hunting areas protected and im­ 
proved, and recreational boaters who 
want to keep the Delta open for small 
craft navigation. 
In simplest terms, those who op­ 
pose the Peripheral Canal say it would 
reduce the flow of fresh water in Delta 
waterways thereby raising the level of 
pollution, d e s t r o y fisheries, impair 
waterfowl habitat and interfere with 
small craft navigation. The threat of 
salt water intrusion from increased ti­ 
dal action is also voiced early and of­ 
ten. 
Supporters of the project point out 
that it would provide nine outlets for 
inrefusing fresh water into Delta wa­ 
terw ays including some sloughs that 
now are stagnant habitat would be im­ 
proved, pollution decreased and attrac­ 
tiveness to boaters enhanced. Salt wa­ 
ter intrusion, say proponents, is not a 
threat at all. 
Supplying surplus northern water 
to areas that need it is an important 
and worthwhile reason to go ahead.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - In 
frustration and sheer despair 
no aspect of the Indochina 
War compares with the plight 
of the 1.400 or more Ameri­ 
cans missing in action and 
their wives and families. Some 
wives have gone four — even 
five — years without knowing 
whether their husbands are 
dead or alive. 
E F F O R T S TO EXPLOIT 
this grief for the larger objec­ 
tives of America’s dilemma in 
the war have from time to 
time seemed to put the fami­ 
lies of these hapless men in a 
political role. There is no evid­ 
ence that this has been by 
choice of the wives. They have 
wanted to get, by any means 
possible, at the very least, 
word of the fate of their hus­ 
bands. 
Sen. Robert Dole, R-Kan , 
introduced an amendment to 
the military appropriations bill 
that was the most open invita­ 
tion thus far to tie a political 
issue to the plight of the pri­ 
soners. As a counter to the 
Cooper-Church amendment he 
proposed that any legislative 
restrictions on the president’s 
right to order future military 
operations in Cambodia would 
be forbidden so long as Ameri­ 
can prisoners were held in 
Cambodia. 
The Dole amendment was 
defeated, 54 to 36, with 15 Re­ 
publicans joining 39 Demo­ 
crats to vote against it. One 
reason was the conviction that 
the amendment did make the 
captives pawns in a political 
byplay. 
REPEATED ATTEMPTS by 
a variety of means to get in­ 
formation about the prisoners 
have brought only minimum 
results. A number of wives 
have gone to Paris and other 
European capitals to put their 
case to Communist representa­ 
tives. While in most instances 
they have been received polite­ 
ly, they have been told no­ 
thing. 
On the Meet the Press pro­ 
gram Sweden’s Prime Minis­ 
ter Olof Palme was pressed 
hard to say what he had been 
able to do through North Viet- 
n a m e s e representatives in 
Stockholm about the prisoners 
of war. Palme said that of 60 
appeals put up to him he had 
received replies in 14 cases. 
Among the latter were the 
names of several men whose 


fate had already been mack 
known. 
The Prime Minister said 
that he wanted to avoid mak­ 
ing the prisoners a political is­ 
sue and keep it on the humani­ 
tarian plane. Hanoi is a signa­ 
tory of the covenant of the In­ 
ternational Red Cross covering 
the treatment of prisoners of 
war. But the N o r t h Viet­ 
namese government holds that 
the men they have taken are 
war criminals and. therefore, 
not subject to the terms of the 
covenant. The fact that the 
United States has never for­ 
mally declared war is at least 
a technical consideration in 
the status of these victims of 
the long conflict. 
IT GOES, HOWEVER, much 
deeper than that. Individual 
human life has nothing like the 
same value in Asia that it has 
in the West. And the ruthless 
drive of the doctrinaire Com­ 
munist adds an extra dimen­ 
sion to this difference in val­ 
ues. Then, too, there is the 
deep bitterness generated by 
thes uffering of the civilian 
population from long years of 
bombing in the two Vietnams. 
The last is part of the fearful 
heritage that peace is not like­ 
ly soon to erase. 
State Department officials 
who talked with Palme were 
impressed by his sincerity and 
by the realism of his efforts to 
get more information out of 
Hanoi. Under the prisoners- 
of-war convention S w e d e n 
could propose the interment 
until the end of the war of sick 
and wounded men. Given the 
adamant stand of Hanoi, that 
seems a remote possibility. 
The grim reality appears to be 
that these unfortunate men 
will not be released, granted 
they have survived the rigors 
of their captivity, until there is 
a negotiated peace.

It's Also The Secret 
Her 


One’s first i m p r e s s i o n of 
blonde, statuesque June Embu­ 
ry, San Rafael business woman 
and Kentfield housewife, is that 
she is probably in her late 40s, 
but looks somewhat younger be­ 
cause she has taken good care 
of herself. 
A skin clear and free of wrin­ 
kles, eyes that sparkle, a vitali­ 
ty that a teen-ager would envy 
all contribute to the impression 
of youth. 
Then as she tells you of her 
eventful life, she happens to 
mention that in 1934, when she 
was chosen “National Health 
Girl” of the USA, she was 23 
years old. 


WHICH MEANS that June 
Embury is not far short of the 
observance of her 60th birthday, 
all appearances to the contrary. 
A handsome, dynamic wom­ 
an, she stands behind the coun­ 
ter as the best single advertise­ 
ment for the wares dispensed by 
her small but bustling business, 
San Rafael Health Foods at 1132 
Fourth Street in downtown San 
Rafael. 
But before her involvement in 
the booming health food field 
and before her coming to Marin, 
June E in bury had lived an ev­ 
entful. not always easy past. 


SHE WAS BORN in Antwerp, 
Belgium, as June van Couwen- 
berghe and, was a tot of but 3 
when the Germans invaded her 
native John try" in (lf!4. 
Her curliest memories arc of

four years spent under the 
h a r s h , sometimes terrifying, 
conditions of German occupa­ 
tion. 
Her father, a Belgian soldier, 
was wounded early in the war. 
He escaped capture as Belgium 
fell before the invaders only by 
fleeing, first to Holland, then to 
England, and eventually on to 
America where he made his 
home in New Jersey and found 
work on a tugboat. 
Van Couwenberghe had been 
forced to leave his wife and 
daughter behind in Antwerp. 


SMALL CHILD though she 
was, June recalls vividly today 
the hours spent in the cellar 
with her mother sitting out the 
Allied bombing attacks upon the 
German-occupied, city and area. 
She remembers, too, the two 
arrests of her mother by the 
Germans — and her subsequent 
release. The first was for mock­ 
ing the Germans’ military goose- 
step in public, the second for 
appearing attired in the Belgian 
national colors at a German 
army parade. 
She has painful memories as 
well of the worsening food sys­ 
tem that was not relieved unlil 
final Allied victory. 


“ BY THE WAR'S end the ra­ 
tion had been reduced to black 
bread and buttermilk, and only 
when these were available,’’ she 
saw. “No doubt Qiy lqter.preoc-

In 1919 Van Couwenberghe 
was able to bring his wife and 
daughter to the United States 
where he had started a new life. 
June grew up in New Jersey, 
and became an ardent physical 
culturist in her late teens. 
In her early 20s she was a de­ 
voted follower of the interna­ 
tionally-known Bernarr McFad- 
den, a pioneer figure in Ameri­ 
ca in the vigorous exercise and 
good diet for sound health field. 
It was through her association 
with, the MacFadden movement 
that she was named the coun­ 
try’s “National Health Girl” in 
1934. 


SHORTLY thereafter J u n e 
found h e r s e l f selling health 
foods throughout a country that 
was then considerably l e s s 
nutrition-conscious than it is to­ 
day. 
And eventually she settled in 
San Francisco and opened that 
city’s first “juice bar,” an es­ 
tablishment that squeezed fresh 
fruit and vegetable juices for 
the refreshment of the tired off­ 
ice workers of the downtown 
and financial district,s. 
So successful was this en'er- 
prise that she opened two more 
juice bars. 
But with marriage and the ar­ 
rival, of two children, she re­ 
tired from business to rear her , 
family in the Kentfield home. 


* B Y THfcj Si 
sons had 'been 


the University of California at 
Berkeley and her first marriage 
had ended in divorce. She was 
now married to Howard Embu­ 
ry, a carpenter-foreman with 
Ralph E. Murphy & Sons in San 
Rafael. And with her boundless 
energy she was eager to get 
back into the business world, 
preferably into the health food 
field in which she had pioneered 
and which was now experienc­ 
ing a surge of public interest. 
She recalls now with much 
amusement how husband How­ 
ard belittled the idea. To him, 
the people who ate health foods 
were fanatics and faddists who 
lived on raw fruits and vegeta­ 
bles, preferably exotic, and ex­ 
pensive, plants from faraway. 
“My r e b u t í a 1,” she says, 
“was that many of the people 
interested in health foods were 
not fanatics at all, but sensibly 
concerned over the cost they 
were paying in lost nutrition for 
some of the c o n v e n i e n t , 
easily-prepared processed foods 
of the supermarket.” 


SHE POINTED to the many 
articles then appearing in ma­ 
gazines and newspapers creat­ 
ing a growing consumer aware­ 
ness of the problem. 
It was agreed, then, that June 
Embury would open a small 
health foods store somewhere in 
Marin. 
The hunt for si good IbCatiort 
ended in the leasing of space at 


1132 Fourth Street, and the 
opening, in June of 1966, of the 
San Rafael Health Foods. 
June at first ran the store 
alone with h u s b a n d Howard 
helping at night after the com­ 
pletion, of his carpentry work. 


TODAY SAN Rafael Health 
Foods employs six, the youngest 
of them hard put to match the 
energy of the proprietress. And 
the alwi ys busy premises were 
recently expanded to' include toe 
adjacent store to the west, thus 
doubling the display space. 
June Embury says her philo­ 
sophy is this: 
“Really good health is a state 
of genuine well-being, not sim­ 
ply the absence of disease. And 
good nutrition is a very impor­ 
tant factor in achieving really 
good health.” 
As for husband Howard, once 
the scoffer: 


HE HAS LOST the 35 pounds 
of excess weight he carried four 
years ago. 
And he has long since given 
up construction work to take 
over the full-time management 
of the store, “working harder 
than 1 ever did 'before, and. en­ 
joying it more.” 
He drinks a high protein cock­ 
tail four times a day to' help him 
maintain that pace. And he has 
become, if such is possible, even 
more enthusiastic about health

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Coast Miwoks Thrived 
In An Area Of Abundance 
A Proud 


(Editor's Note: This Is an­ 
other in the series of articles 
on early Marin events and 
people completed by the late 
Floreara Donnelly, Indepen­ 
dent-Journal historian, prior 
to her death.)

It is an irony of history that 
.most Marinitqs know far more 
about the Sioux, the Comanche, 
the Apache, the Iroquois and 
other tribes that inhabited other 
regioas than they know about 
the Indians that once lived in 
our own area. 
Yet, Marin County has its Indi­ 
an history, as indicated by such 
surviving a n g; 1 i c i z e d place 
names as Olema (Olema-loke), 
Bolinas iBaulines) and Tómales 
(Tomalles). 
And these Marin Indians were 
a more impressive people than 
is sometimes recognized, even 
though they were generally un­ 
war like. 
A. L. KROEBER. one of the 
outstanding authorities on Cali­ 
fornia Indians, divides the Mi­ 
woks into two categories, the 
Coast Miwoks and the Lake Mi­ 
woks. It was the Coast Miwoks 
who inhabited Marin. And these 
he broke down further into var­ 
ious tribes that for the most 
part were identified by the 
names of their villages or, as 
the Spanish called them, their 
randier las. 
From village to village the 
Miwok “tongue” differed, each 
having its own dialect. 
Each village, too, had its own 
chief who presided at the tribal 
ceremonies, settled disputes, de­ 
signated hunting grounds, etc. 
ABOUT THE Miwoks has 
grown up the myth of a poor 
people of little culture. Archaeo­ 
logical finds along Marin’s bays 
and streams, however, along 
with historical records have 
forced a modification of that 
thinking. 
* 
/ 
For instance, it was not so 
much an, absence of initiative 
that caused the Coast Miwoks to 
avoid confrontations with other 
tribes. Blessed with abundant 
food, they had little reason to 
battle over disputed hunting 
grounds. 
They had other assets, too, 
that Indians living inland lacked 
—shells and salt that were use­ 
ful in barter. And dark volcanic 
obsidian r o c k that could be 
chipped into sharp edges for ar- 
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row and spear heads and knife 
blades. 
THESE INDIANS had their 
own ingenious method for ob­ 
taining .salt with minimum, ef­ 
fort. 
Winter storms drove the wat­ 
ers of San Pablo and San Fran­ 
cisco bays over the tidelands 
and far inland. .As they receded, 
they left behind salt water pools. 
Into these ponds the Indians 
drove sticks. And when the sum­ 
mer sun dried the pools, the 
Indian women pulled up the 
sticks and knocked the salt 
clods clinging to them into their 
baskets. 
There was not only ample salt 
for their own needs., but a, sur­ 
plus for trading with other 
salt-hungry tribes. 
BASKET WEAVING was a 
useful art of these Indian wom­ 
en, and on hand were such ma­ 
terials as tules and milkweed. 
The squaw pounded the tule 
or weed stems until she had 
strong fibers that, she could 
twist into a cord. Frames for 
her baskets were f a s h i o n e d 
from: the pliable twigs of hazel 
bushes. The s t r a n d s were 
soaked for softening, and then 
pulled in and out of the openings 
of the twig frame. 
These baskets were woven so 
tightly they could hold water 
without leaking, and. they were 
made in many shapes and sizes 
to serve various purposes. Bits 
of shell or tufts of quail or 
blackbird feathers were some­ 
times used for decoration. 
STREAMS OF fresh water fed 
by springs high in the hills and 
miles of shoreline were still oth­ 
er Miwok assets. They could dig 
clams and take mussels and. 
abalone. 
Villages were often located 
along fresh water streams and 
stake fences or weirs were built 
to trap trout and other fish. 
The men could hunt in hills 
and valleys where elk and deer 
were more than plentiful. 
The crafty Indians, knowing 
the limited range of their bows 
and arrows, would don deer or 
elks heads and skins so they 
could creep up on their prey. 
EVERY PART of the slain 
deer was used. The hide served 
many purposes, as covering for 
wickiups, as thongs, as clothing, 
etc. Antlers were carved into 
tools, And when the tribe had 
eaten, its full of fresh meat, the 
remaining flesh was dried in the 
sun and turned into the “jer- 
key” from which hunters and 
runners could get their nourish­ 
ment while on the move. 
Rabbit drives were an easy 
means of obtaining meat. 
The Indian men would form a 
large circle, then slowly come 
together.. Trapped rabbits inside 
the circle were c l u b b e d to 
death. 
TO THE WOMEN fell such 
tasks as the harvesting of wild 
oats and seeds, and the toasting 


mortars for long hours. Seeds, 
too, were stone ground. 
The oak tree, too, provided 
food for the Indians. 
The men climbed its trunk 
and shook its branches so that 
acorns fell to the ground, to be 
picked up by women and chil­ 
dren. The hard shells were re­ 
moved, and the soft meats 
ground into a meal that was 
leached with boiling water to re­ 
move its bitter taste. The acorn 
dough was then cooked on hot 
rocks, and sometimes berries, 
salmon and honey were added 
to make this unleavened bread 
more tasty. 
A.CORNS WERE also cooked 
in salted water to form a soft, 
edible mush. 
Large supplies of acorns were 
laid away for the winter in 
g r a n a r i e s made of willow 
branches or tules, set on poles 
and covered with bark or hides. 
Pitch was spread on the 'poles 
at ground level so that mice or 
squirrels trying to get at the 
acorns were caught in the pitch. 
An Indian woman wanting 
acorns during the winter simply 
pulled apart the woven branch­ 
es or tules at the bottom of the 
granary. When enough acorns 
had poured through the opening, 
she closed the hole with more 
twigs. 
MARIN ALSO had many ha­ 
zelnut bushes, and these provid­ 
ed another source of delicious 
food. 
The Indians were skilled too 
at cooking the roots of many na­ 
tive plants. Manzanita berries 
were eaten... Still other plants 
were used for their medicinal 
value. 
Fish, caught in the streams, 
were cleaned and dried, to be 
used later to provide a. change 
of diet. 
Although the Indians lacked 
the tools n e c e s s a r y to fell 
the redwoods and o t h e r big 
trees., they were able to supply 
their needs by picking up fallen 
trunks and b r a n c h e s in the 
woods and dragging them to 
their village. 
BEES SUPPLIED honey that 
sometimes was added to the 
bread or gruel. 
And while the Miwoks were 
not a seafaring people, they 
built rafts or balsas by binding 
tules together. The balsas would 
be poled into the quieter waters 
of the bays where the Indians 
would spear salmon and sea ot­ 
ters, using harpoons made of 
bone or antlers. 
The village arrangement gave 
the Miwok both companionship 
and protection.. Each, family, 
however, had its own wickiup. 
TO BUILD IT, a circle about 
10 feet in diameter was marked 
on the ground. Then, in the cir­ 
cle, a pit two feet deep was dug. 
Saplings, usually willows, were 
brought in by the Indian man 
and trimmed to make poles 10 


People 


were woven in and out of the 
poles. 
To make the wickiup more 
weather-resistant, mats of tules 
were fastened to the outside. 
Rain slid off the mats as if they 
were shingles. 
Dirt from the pit was pounded 
around the shelter. Two holes 
were left open, one as a ground 
level entrance, the other at the 
top so that smoke could exit. A 
mat was hung over the entrance 
to keep out wind and rain. 
IN MOST villages there was a 
larger wickiup where the tribe 
could gather to talk, sing and 
dance. 
The Miwoks might have been 
primitives — people who still 
started their fires by friction. 
But they also knew and prac­ 
ticed the good life — ample food 
and water, warm fires, ade­ 
quate shelter, personal, cleanli­ 
ness, etc. 
They had learned, too, the val­ 
ue of relaxation and companion­ 
ship. Long before white Ameri­ 
cans .imported 'the sauna bath 
from Scandinavia, the Miwoks 
had their own version of it . 
EACH VILLAGE has its te- 
menscale (as the Spanish were 
to call it) or sweat-house. 
In his “Seventy-Five Years in 
California,”' William Heath Dav­ 
is told of viewing their sweat- 
house rituals as it had been 
going on generations b e f o r e 
him: 
“I have often seen the Indians 
north of the Bay of San Francis­ 
co at their temenscal.es.. A large 
cavity was made in the ground 
six or eight feet deep, somew hat 
like a cellar and tightly covered 
over with brush, with a little 
aperture for the smoke to pass 
out. In the cavity they made a 
very hot fire, and a number of 
them, men, women and chil­ 
dren, nearly bare of clothing, 
went in and subjected them­ 
selves to the heating process ... 
“THEY REMAINED there for 
a half-hour to an hour, or entire­ 
ly heated through, so that the 
perspiration ran off them, in 
streams. In that condition, they 
rushed, out,, plunged into a pool, 
in a creek nearby, cooled off 
and washed, after which they re­ 
turned to' their habitations... 
“I frequently watched this 
steaming of the Indians and 
wondered that they were not in­ 
stantly killed by the sudden 
transition from hot to cold, but 
never knew one of them to be 
injured.” 
The Indian women and girls 
wore skirts made of tules or a 
strip of soft bark. Sometimes an 
especially fine skirt was made 
of deerskin, after the hair had. 
been scraped away and the hide 
softened by continuous rubbing. 
The skirt was open at the sides 
so that it was easy for the wear­ 
er to climb hills or to squat 
upon the ground. 
IN WARM weather the skirt 
was all the Indian woman wrore. 
But if it were cold, she would 
also don a. cape of deerskin, or of 
some other hide, perhaps that of 
rabbit or squirrel, pulled, togeth­ 
er by thongs.

LAST Of a proud people 
was Jose Caleistro, o Mi­ 
wok chief and said to be 
the last s u r v i v i n g full- 
blooded Marin Indian. He 
lived in Nicosia and strug­ 
gled to keep together the 
remnants of his tribe who 
had once l i v e d in peace 
and plenty in Marin, but 
who found themselves un­ 
able to adjust to what had 
b e c o m e a white man's 
world. The portrait hang; 
in the Marin Historical So­ 
ciety M u s e u m at Boyd 
Park, San Rafael, where it 
was c o p i e d by Indepen­ 
dí e nt-Jou r n a 1 photog ro pher 
Bob Hax. 


they added capes like thase of 
their women. Generally their 
feet were bare, but when they 
were hunting or beginning a 
long journey, they would put on 
moccasins, sandals made of soft 
leather. 
Although bears roamed the 
Marin hills then, the Indians did 
not hunt them. There were eas­ 
ier sources of furs, hides and 
meat that could be taken with­ 
out risk to lives. 
THE INDIAN babies were 
carried in baskets strapped to 
their mother’s back. They and 
older children wore no clothing 
in warm weather. And in winter 
they stayed inside the wickiup. 
There were cradles of deerskin 
on a basket frame. , 
These people were sturdy, of 
medium height. The men were 
muscular and lithe. The women, 
slender in youth, gained weight 
in later years when the younger 
women took over the heavier 
work. 
The I n d i a n s were dark- 
s k i n n e d , bushy-browed, with 
deep-set dark eyes and. black 
hair. The cheek bones were high 
and prominent. 
THEY WERE for the most 
part friendly people, although 
there was at least one village 
along Tómales Bay whose occu­ 
pants were more aggressive, 
resisting bitterly other Indians 
who came to dig the clams. 
Kroeber has written of the 
people of this place and time: 
“Marin and its environs are 
extraordinarily diversified in 
coast line, nature of shore, top­ 
ography, e xposure, tern pera - 
ture and vegetation, and much 
of the district must have been 
extraordinarily well suited tot 
native occupation. 
“SETTLEMENTS 
clustered 
mostly about the estuaries or 
their vicinity . . One stretched 
along the sunny side of Tómales 
Bay.

and the shores of Richardson 
Bay were inviting. Beyond, San 
Rafael and the adjacent shore 
were attractive. 
“In the region of Ignacio and 
Novato, hills and bay sloughs 
are still in proximity and there 


are records of several settle­ 
ments as well as an abundance 
of shell deposits. 
“On San Antonio Creek were 
Olcmpali and its outposts . . .It 
was evidently more convenient 
to live in the open, close to the 
supply of mussels, clams, fish 
and waterfowl, and occasionally 


visit the hills to hunt, than to 
live in the shade inland and 
travel to the shore. Mollusks 
were, perhaps, a more depend­ 
able, if less prized, diet than 
venison.’* 


THIS THEN was the quite 
peaceful and relatively comfort­ 


able way of life that the first 
white men v i s i t i n g Marin’s 
shores discovered. 
Kroefoer has quoted from “the 
principal narrative that has sur­ 
vived (Sir Francis) Drake’s 1579 
landing in Marin while on his 
circumnavigation of the globe 
voyage’* which he describes as 


“surprisingly detailed in Hs ac­ 
count of the inhabitants of Nova 
Albion . . .** 
The' Drake .party, says Kroe- 
ber, found the substantial wick­ 
iups d e s c r i b e d earlier, the 
well-made baskets, the shells

“Their bows and a r r o w s 
which are their only weapons 
and almost all the wealth, they 
use skillfully, yet without much 
execution, they being fitter for 
children than for men (so the 
small bows would have seemed 
when compared with the power­ 
ful weapons of the English arch- . 
ers). 
“Yet they (the Indians» are 
usually so strong that one of 
them could easily carry that a 
mile t o g e t h e r without pain 
which two or three Englishmen 
could hardly bear. They run 
very swiftly and long, and sel­ 
dom go any other pace; if they 
see a fish so near shore as to 
reach the place without swim­ 
ming, they seldom miss it. 
“DIVING FOR fish in the 
ocean has not been reported for 
any Californians, but several 
tribes are said to have taken 
salmon by hand in pools of con­ 
siderable depth.” 
In analyzing the Drake report, 
Kroeber says: “Only the canoe 
in which one man put out to 
meet the ship and in which oth­ 
ers subsequently appear to have 
paddled, when the English boat 
could row no way out but they 
would follow them,’ presents a 
discrepancy. There is no au­ 
thentic record erf true canoes on 
the whole coast from Cape Men­ 
docino to the vicinity of San 
Luis Obispo. 
“Either custom has changed 
since Drake’s day, or his ‘can­ 
oe’ was a loose term for the tule 
balsa which is often boatshaped, 
with raised sides, especially 
when intended for navigation. 
“THERE IS NO doubt that, 
like Cabrilla . . .Drake was re­ 
ceived with marked kindness. 
The simplest explanation is that 
the Indians regarded the whites 
as returned dead. Such a belief 
would account for their repeat­ 
ed wailing and self-laceration, 
as well as the burned sacrifice 
of feathers.” 
Continued Kroeber in his in­ 
terpretation of the Drake jour­ 
nal:“Evidence on the final test — 
speech — is too scant to be con­ 
clusive, but it is at least favor­ 
able to the opinion that Drake’s 
friends must have been Coast 
Mi w o k s . The herb, ‘tobah,’ 
which was presented in little 
baskets, is, of course, tobacco. 
And the root called ‘patah from 
which they made bread or ale it 
either baked or raw, refers to 
the Broadieaea and other lily 
bulbs consumed in quantities by 
all Californians. The word, how­ 
ever, stands for potato.” 
THE NEXT significant report 
of the Marin Indians came as 


the result of the 1595 visit to 
California’s shores by the Port­ 
uguese, Sebastian Rodriguez 
Cermeño. 
Cermeño had been given per­ 
mission by Luis de Velasco, vice­ 
roy of N ew Spain (Mexico),. 
to pilot a ship to the Philippines 
on a voyage of discovery, parti­ 
cularly to pinpoint ports where 
ships on future voyages might 
land to rest their crews and re­ 
plenish food supplies. Cermeño 
was also authorized to' carry- 
freight in order to earn money 
from the venture. 
He sailed from Acapulco on 
the San Pedro and reached the 
Philippines safely. There, he 
transferred to the San Agustin, 
and with a crew of 70 men and 
130 tons of cargo on board, left 
Cavite July 5, 1595, on the re­ 
turn trip. 
OFF THE California coast, 
the San Agustin was hard hit by 
a storm that ripped off part of 
her deck. 
Despite the objections of his 
crew, Cermeño brought the ship 
into Drake’s Bay on Nov. 6. 
1595. 
Robert Fleming Heizer, writ­ 
ing for the California Historical 
Society Quarterly of December, 
1941, quoted from Cermeño’s 
log; 
“Many Indians appeared on 
the beach and one of them came 
out to the ship in a tule balsa 
which he propelled with a pad­ 
dle at each end. He remained 
beside the ship for some time 
talking in his language. Some 
cotton cloth, silk and a red cap 
were given to him. 
“EARLY THE next morning 
four men, each rowing a tule 
balsa, came out to the ship and 
remained along side talking. 
They were given gifts of cloth 
after which they went ashore.” 
Cermeño then went ashore 
with 22 of his men in a ship’s 
boat, landing on the beach near 
some Indian habitations. 
He r e p o r t e d: “The people 
were well built, robust and in­ 
clined to fatness. TTie men were 
entirely naked, but the women 
wore grass or skin skirts. The 
hair was worn long, and body 
painting on the breast and arms 
was observed.” 
Cermeño took formal posses­ 
sion of the land in the name of 
the King of Spain. Then he and 
his men, in military formation, 
marched to the Indian village 
“about a harquebus-shot” from 
the shore. 
THE INDIANS, about 50 in 
number and all adults, proved 
peaceful and. gave their visitors 
some small seeds. Such seeds, 
crabs, wild birds and elk were 
found to be the dietary staples 
of the Indians. 
The Cermeño party then pro­ 
ceeded inland for less than two 
miles where they met a band of 
Indian men, who upon seeing the 
newcomers, formed: a circle and 
“uttered loud howls.” A leader, 
carrying a tall banner of black 


feathers, approached the explor­ 
ing party. F r i e n d l y Indians 
from the coastal village who 
had accompanied the white mea 
talked to the new arrivals — 
“whereupon the latter laid down 
their bows and approached in a 
humble manner as if terror­ 
ized.” 
The native leader presented 
Cermeño with the black feather 
banner while other I n d i a n s 
handed over their bows to the 
Spaniards. 
THE R E P O R T speaks of 
black and red paint on the faces 
of the Indians. 
And Caroline O’Hara in her 
manuscript, “Indians of Marin 
County,” giving as her sources 
Hubert Howe Bancroft’s “Native 
Races of the Pacific Coast” and 
Bulletin 30. Bureau of American 
Ethnology, Washington, D. C-, 
tells how the Indians, “small 
and so dark as to be almost 
black,” were fond of painting 
their faces “in triangles and 
lines of vermillion.” 


The dyes, she said, were ob­ 
tained by bartering with friend­ 
ly tribes that lived near the 
New Almadén cinnabar mine. 
CERMEÑO PUT into use a 
launch from the San Agustin 
that had been obtained in the 
Philippines, and several expedi­ 
tions were made inland to ob­ 
tain acorns and hazelnuts. They 
visited several additional Indi­ 
an villages. 
Disaster struck the Europeans 
when a heavy gale drove the 
San Agustin aground, wrecking 
the ship. Several men were lost. 
And there was the first trouble 
with the Indian villagers when 
some of the natives attempted 
to carry off wood from the dam­ 
aged sliip. 
Dr. Heizer and others from 
the University of California dis­ 
covered porcelain fragments 
while excavating on the Point 
Reyes Peninsula in 1940 that 
were believed to have been part 
of the San Agustin’s cargo. An­ 


other expedition in 1941 discov­ 
ered additional fragments. 
CERMEÑO AND his crew suf­ 
fered hunger and danger before, 
on Dec. 8, they pushed off from 
the Marin shore in the small 
Philippine launch. Seven weeks 
later, they reached port in Mex­ 
ico. 
Early white visitors were in­ 
terested in the leisurely life en­ 
joyed by the Coast Miwoks. 
There were great feasts with 
th e people enjoying dancing, 
singing and instrumental music. 
That music was discordant to 
the ears of the visitors, but it 
had a definite rhythm. 
THERE WERE whistles made 
from hollow bones and flutes 
from hollow reeds. And rattles 
of dry, round sticks, split down 
the middle. 
And d a n c i n g and music 
seemed a part of every occasion 
— at weddings, at funerals, to

celebrate good hunting and fish­ 
ing, to mark a plentiful acorn 
harvest, etc. 
There were contests of skill, 
too, to provide the Indians with 
amusement — running, hunting, 
swimming. 


THE CHILDREN learned to 
swim almost as soon as they 
could walk. And they climbed 
trees to swing high in the air 
from branches. 
The men played stick games 
in which they dropped handsful 
of sticks on a hide spread upon 
the ground and around which 
they squatted. And there is 
some evidence that the Indians 
gambled with shells as they 
played these games. 
Each village had its shaman 
or medicine man, responsible 
for keeping away the evU spirits 
with his songs and dances. 
Sometimes he concocted medi­ 
cinal brews, for tho Indians 
knew the special properties of 
many of the herbs of the area. 


WHEN A villager died, all 
Indians mourned, with the men 
silent, the women wailing. The 
body might be cremated or bur­ 
ied. If buried, the dead person’s 
most treasured possessions — 
polished abalone shells, arrow 
heads, etc. — went into the 
earth with him. 
Written records dealing with 
Marin Indians from 1595 to 1776 
are lacking. 
Honoria Twomey in her “His­ 
tory of Sonoma County” gives 
the date July, 1776, for the time 
when two young Spaniards sent 
by Juan de Ayala, commander 
of the San Carlos, visited an. 
Indian village in Marin. 


SUBSEQUENTLY, De Ayala 
sent out other expeditions, and 
his shipmaster, Capt. Fernando 
Quiros, sailed the ship’s boat up 
the Petaluma River. 
Two other Spaniards were 
sent from Lime Point into Ma­ 
rin and historians recorded their 
observances as they rode along 
the bay shore until they came to 
“ a 
gurgling brook splashing 
along 'the well-wooded hillsides, 
where they refreshed their jad­ 
ed steeds and were themselves 
regaled after the weary ride .in. 
the summer sun.” 
They noted that their sur­ 
roundings showed evidence of 
long use as a camp by an Indian 
tribe. And when they encoun­ 
tered those Indians, they were 
received with hospitality that 
they returned by teaching the 
natives the skills of adobe brick 
making and house building. 


THESE WERE the Olumpalis, 
later changed to the Olompa'lis. 
And under the supervision of the 
visiting Spaniards, the Indians 
built for their chief an adobe 
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Once Proud Indians Could Not Cope 
With The New Civilization In Marin 


house, really a simple structure 
of but one room, 16 by 24 feet 
Rut it must have seemed a mar­ 
vel to the Indians, accustomed 
only to their crude wickiups. 
How long the Spaniards re­ 
mained at O l o m p a l i is not 
known, but it was probably a 
visit of short duration. 
H o w e v e r , a second adobe 
d w e l l i n g , this one a larger 
structure, 24 by 56 feet, was 
also built at right angles to the 
first. And it became the home of 
the tribe’s chief. 


WITH ONLY periodic visits 
from white men, the Indians of 
Marin continued to live 'very 
much as they had lived for cen­ 
turies. Then, with the dedication 
of the Mission San Rafael Ar­ 
cángel in 1817 as part of the 
Franciscan mission chain in 
California., a great change was 
wrought in the lives of the na­ 
tives. 
Some resisted the attempts to 
Christianize them, regarding the 
missionaries as invaders and re­ 
maining aloof from the mission 
activities. But others listened to 
the new teachers, gaining not 
only a new religion but also the 
rudiments of an education. 
One such was Camilo Ynitia, 
who succeeded his father as 
chief of the Olompalis and who 
was respected and praised by 
white men as well as his fellow 
Indians. 


YNITIA WAS granted 
two 
square leagues, the Olompali 
Rancho, on Oct. 22, 1843, by 
Manuel Micheltorena, the Mexi­ 
can governor after Mexico had 
gained its independence and. as­ 
sumed the 
administration of 
California. 
The late Steve Richardson, 
son of Marin pioneer Capt. Wil- 
I i a m 
Richardson, 
described 
Camilo Ynitia as “a man of 
marked ability, clean-cut, capa­ 
ble, all-around. To the best of 
my knowledge, he was the only 
full-blooded Indian to whom the 
Mexican government ever made 
a large grant of land.” 
William Heath Davis wrote of 
the Olompali chief: 


“I KNEW (HIM) as a fine, in­ 
telligent man. He often came to 
San F r a n c i s c o to purchase 
goods from N a t h a n Spear, 
whose agent I was then. He 
owned 600 cattle, n u m e r o u s 
horses and sheep, and was a 
quite noted breeder. He was 
punctual in meeting his obliga­ 
tions, and because of this and 
his affability and .intelligence, 
he was highly esteemed by all 
of us. 
“ He could read and write and 
keep accounts, having been edu­ 
cated by the missionaries at 
Mission San Rafael Arcángel. 
He was, likewise, a wheat-raiser 
and sold his crops to the Rus­ 
sians (who had established, a 
settlement at Fort Ross). 
“At the death of Solano (who 
had been General Vallejo’s con­ 
tact with the tribes), Camilo di­ 
rected the burial with all tribal 
honors. General Vallejo always 
treated Camilo and Solano with 
high consideration because it 


was through these men he con­ 
trolled and conquered tribes of 
Indians without shedding blood. 
It was also with their assistance 
that he had command of all the 
laborers he needed for his vast 
Improvements in Sonoma and 
Petaluma.” 


RECORDS AT Mission San 
Rafael Arcángel up to 1822 show 
829 Indians baptized, 244 mar­ 
ried, 183 dead and 836 surviving. 
The death rate is not so high 
as might first appear, since the 
mission was established to pro­ 
vide care for neophytes from 
Mission Dolores who were al­ 
ready a i l i n g and sometimes 
dying. 
Juan Garcia, son of Rafael 
Garcia, grantee of a large Mar­ 
in rancho, told how his father, 
then a corporal, was sent by 
Luis Antonio Arguello, comman­ 
dant of the Presidio at San 
Francisco, to Marin on a good­ 
will mission. 


“HE WAS SENT to San Ra­ 
fael on a sort of raft that drifted 
up the bay with the tide and 
was able to effect a. landing at 
what is known as McNear’s 
Point today. When he went 
ashore he was g r e e t e d by 
friendly Indians, who to the 
n u m b e r of about 500 were 
c a m p e d where the B. R. 
McNear home (Glenwood) is to­ 
day.” 
Garcia said several tribes of 
Indians were then headquart­ 
ered in Marin, with some of 
them living in the willows at the 
foot of San Rafael’s B street. 
“The tidewater in the days of 
the mission and for many years 
thereafter came up to E Street, 
and all the land east of B Street 
was a beautiful clam bed at low 
tide, where the Indians secured 
their supply of clams and mus­ 
sels. Tbe east end of the town, 
from B Street to the bay, was 
covered at high tide, and at the 
foot of B Street the Indians had 
their ranchería. 


‘‘DURING THE winter these 
Indians were garbed in elk 
skins. In fact, all the wigwams 


and all the interior furnishing of 
same were made from skins of 
elk . . . 
“I remember as a boy when 
the missionaries would use the 
water from San Rafael Hill to 
irrigate the orchard. 'This water 
was run down through a ditch. 
It was a novel i r r i g a t i o n 
scheme, and worked beautifully. 
The missionaries w e r e very 
skillful at different trades and 
never shirked work themselves, 


“Sundays and holy days of ob­ 
ligation were great days at the 
mission. The Indians and their 
families would come from miles 
around and attend mass in the 
mission church. They would 
bring venison, clams and hides 
to the missionaries, and in re­ 
turn would take away pro visions 
obtainable at the mission store­ 
house. 


“THE NICASIO Tribe, who 
were once powerful and num­ 
bered by the thousands, were 
inclined to be war-like, and 
whenever they arrived in San 
Rafael the missionaries had all 
they could do to prevent quar­ 
reling . . . 
“For weeks before Easter 
Sunday, the missionaries were 
occupied in instructing the Indi­ 
an children for the sacrament of 
confirmation . . . Two days be­ 
fore Easter, the Indians began 
arriving in San Rafael until, on 
the great day, several thousand 
were camped here and in the 
valley, the squaws dressed in 
every color of the rainbow, and 
the man in pants of elk skins 
and wearing warpaint. 
“In the lower end of town, ev­ 
ery tree and shrub was used as 
a hitching post for the Indian 
ponies. The carcasses of two 
score elk were roasted and 
served to the Indians , , . ” 


GARCIA TOLD, too, how Fr. 
Juan Amoroso secured a num­ 
ber of musical string instru­ 
ments from Spain and formed a 
seven - member 
orchestra 
of 
young Indians. 
The older Garcia told, his son, 
too, of the scenes in the even­ 


ings among the wigwam clus­ 
ters. 
“Here and there among the 
wigwams one would encounter 
the mothers with suckling babes 
at their breasts, while they 
worked with pestles crushing 
grain in the mortars. Here and 
there one would discern a squaw 
loaded down with a burden of 
wood, Or a young buck return­ 
ing with elk, deer, rabbits and 
other prey from the forest Or 
fishermen coming back with the' 
produce of the rivers, bay and 
ocean. 


“THE YOUNG squaws, the 
belles of the day, painted with 
all the colors of the rainbow and 
decked in gorgeous calicos and 
burdened with shell and bead 
ornaments, occupied places of 
advantage beneath the spread­ 
ing oaks for which the valley 
was famous in early days. 
“Bucks, young and old, squat­ 
ted hero and there, smoking 
their long pipes and awaiting 
the evening dinner call.” 
But such happy scenes ended 
with the Mexican government’s 
decree secularizing the mis­ 
sions. The 'friars left Mission 
San Rafael Arcángel. And the 
Indians dispersed. 


DON TIMOTEO Murphy, as 
agent for 'the Marin Indians, 
succeeded in obtaining for them 
the grant of 20 square leagues 
in the Nicasio Valley. But after 
his death, the claim was voided 
by the land commission. 
'The Indians had also been 
promised a third of the horses 
at the mission plus other live­ 
stock. But there is no record 
that this promise was kept. 
The Indians who had lived at 
the Mission San Rafael Arcán­ 
gel had learned to speak Span­ 
ish, the language of the Francis­ 
cans, and such useful trades as 
boat-building, 
blacksmithing, 
metal work and carpentry, as 
well as farming and stockrais- 
ing. But few could find work In 
such fields. 


INSTEAD, THE owners of the 
large ranchos now found them­ 
selves w ith a vast source of la­ 
bor, for which they had to pay 
only a pittance. 
Some of these ranchers treat- 
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THIS 51 RANGE-tOOKING structure w a t an 
Indian granary in which acorns, a staple 
food of the Coast Miwoks, were stored to see 


the villages through the winter. Acorns we 
removed sim ply by making a hole at ti 
bottom of the granary. 
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WITH ALL the v i g o r and 
enthusiasm o f teen-agers, 
Howard and June Embury 
enjoy a spin on their bicy­ 
cles. Mrs. Embury, whose 
appearance and spirit belie 
her nearly 60 years, has 
spent much of her life in 
t h e physical culture and 
health food fields. Her hus­ 
band, formerly in construc­ 
tion, is new to the health 
food b u s i n e s s since his 
wife o p e n e d Sun Rafae! 
H e a l t h Foods in June of 
1966. B u t now he is as 
much an enthusiast as she 
is. And he has l e f t his 
former profession to j o i n 
his w i f e in the full time 
management of their thriv­ 
ing health food business.

It's Also T he Secret Of Her 


One’s first i m p r e s s i o n of 
blonde, statuesque June Embu­ 
ry, San Rafael business woman 
and Kentfield housewife, is that 
she is probably in her late 40s, 
but looks somewhat younger be­ 
cause she has taken good care 
of herself. 
A skin clear and free of wrin­ 
kles, eyes that sparkle, a vitali­ 
ty that a teen-ager would envy 
all contribute to the impression 
of youth. 
Then as she tells you of her 
eventful life, she happens to 
mention that in 1934, when she 
was chosen “ National Health 
Girl" of the USA, she was 23 
years old. 


WHICH MEANS that June 
Embury is not far short of the 
observance of her 60th birthday, 
all appearances to the contrary. 
A handsome, dynamic wom­ 
an, she stands behind the coun­ 
ter as the best single advertise­ 
ment for the wares dispensed by 
her small but bustling business, 
San Rafael Health Foods at 1132 
Fourth Street in downtown Sar* 
Rafael. 
But before her involvement in 
the booming health food field 
and before her coming to Marin, 
June Embury had lived an ev­ 
entful, not always easy past. 


SHE WAS BORN in Antwerp, 
Belgium, as June van Couwen- 
berghe and was a tot of but 3 
when the Germans invaded her 
nati

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four years spent under

h a r s h, sometimes terrifying, 
conditions of German occupa­ 
tion. 
Her father, a Belgian soldier, 
was wounded early in the war. 
He escaped capture as Belgium 
fell before the invaders only by 
fleeing, first to Holland, then to 
England, and eventually on to 
America where he made his 
home in New Jersey and found 
work on a tugboat. 
Van Couwenberghe had been 
forced to leave his wife and 
daughter behind in Antwerp. 


SMALL CHILD though she 
was, June recalls vividly today 
the hours spent in the cellar 
with her mother sitting out the 
Allied bombing attacks upon the 
German-occupied city and area. 
She remembers, too, the two 
arrests of her mother by the 
Germans — and her subsequent 
release. The first was for mock­ 
ing the Germans’ military goose- 
step in public, the second for 
appearing attired in the Belgian 
national colors at a German 
army parade. 
She has painful memories as 
well of the worsening food sys­ 
tem that was not relieved until 
final Allied victory. 


“ BY THE WAR’S end the ra­ 
tion had been reduced to black 
bread and buttermilk, and only 
when these were available,” she 
saw. “ No dou|)t mv Jaterjprttrc- 
sMiiffd E» WHI 


In 1919 Van Couwenberghe 
was able to bring his wife and 
daughter to the United States 
where he had started a new life. 
June grew up in New Jersey, 
and became an ardent physical 
culturist in her late teens. 
In her early 20s she was a de­ 
voted follower of the interna­ 
tionally-known Bernarr McFad- 
den, a pioneer figure in Ameri­ 
ca in the vigorous exercise and 
good diet for sound health field. 
It was through her association 
with the MacFadden movement 
that she was named the coun­ 
try’s “ National Health Girl” in 
1934. 


SHORTLY 
thereafter J u n e 
found h e r s e l f selling health 
foods throughout a country that 
was then considerably l e s s 
nutrition-conscious than it is to­ 
day. 
And eventually she settled in 
San Francisco and opened that 
city’s first “ juice bar,” an es­ 
tablishment that squeezed fresh 
fruit and vegetable juices for 
the refreshment of the tired off­ 
ice workers of the downtown 
and financial districts. 
So successful was this enter­ 
prise that she opened two more 
juice bars. 
But with marriage and the ar­ 
rival of two children, she re­ 
tired from business to rear her 
family in the Kentfield home. 


r b y rate: 
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the University of California at 
Berkeley and her first marriage 
had ended in divorce. She was 
now married to Howard Embu­ 
ry, a carpenter-foreman with 
Ralph E. Murphy & Sons in San 
Rafael. And with her boundless 
energy she was eager to get 
back into the business world, 
preferably into the health food 
field in which she had pioneered 
and which was now experienc­ 
ing a surge of public interest. 
She recalls now with much 
amusement how husband How­ 
ard belittled the idea. To him, 
the people who ate health foods 
were fanatics and faddists who 
lived on raw fruits and vegeta­ 
bles, preferably exotic, and ex­ 
pensive, plants from faraway. 
“ My r e b u t t a l , ” she says, 
“ was that many of the people 
interested in health foods were 
not fanatics at all, but sensibly 
concerned over the cost they 
were paying in lost nutrition for 
some of the c o n v e n i e n t , 
easily-prepared processed foods 
of the supermarket.” 


SHE POINTED to the many 
articles then appearing in ma­ 
gazines and newspapers creat­ 
ing a growing consumer aware­ 
ness of the problem. 
It was agreed, then, that June 
Embury would open a small 
health foods store somewhere in 
Marin. 
The hunt for st good IbCatiort 
ended in the leasing of space at 


1132 
Fourth Street, 
and the 
opening, in June of 1966, of the 
San Rafael Health Foods. 
June at first ran the store 
alone with h u s b a n d Howard 
helping at night after the com­ 
pletion of his carpentry wrork. 


TODAY SAN Rafael Health 
Foods employs six, the youngest 
of them hard put to match the 
energy of the proprietress. And 
the alw; ys busy premises were 
recently expanded to include the 
adjacent store to the west, thus 
doubling the display space. 
June Embury says her philo­ 
sophy is this: 
‘Really good health is a state 
of genuine well-being, not sim­ 
ply the absence of disease. And 
good nutrition is a very impor­ 
tant factor in achieving really 
good health.” 
As for husband Howard, once 
the scoffer: 


HE HAS LOST the 35 pounds 
of excess weight he carried four 
years ago. 
And he has long since given 
up construction work to take 
over the full-time management 
of the store, “ working harder 
than 1 ever did before, and en­ 
joying it more.” 
He drinks a hig h pro tein cock­ 
tail four times a day to help him 
maintain tha t pa ce. And he ha s 
become, if such is po ssible, ev en 
more enthusiastic a bo ut hea lth 
foods fhhh is1 J une 'Em bury her­ 
self.

You can go back more than 
4,000 years by traveling tu the 
top of the White Mountains bor­ 
dering the Owens Valley on the 
eastern side of the Sierra Neva­ 
da. 
Here the bristlecone pine lives 
In. a remote, forbidding land 
that rises almost 12.000 feet, 
s e e m i n g l y a dead mass -of 
wind-scoured trunks and twisted 
limbs. 


FOR ALL OF their va ;♦ age 
these bleakly tan, gray, reddish 
and white trees are stinted 
giants which were growing 1 000 
years before the oldest giant 
redwood broke from the soil. 
As: you. travel up Westgard 
Pass, east of Big Pine, look 
west for a view of the Palisades 
with their sharp peaks towering 
above their glaciers. 
Tilted layers of bedrock are 
exposed by the streams that 
flow down from White Mountain 
as the road winds through im­ 
pressive narrow canyons. This 
rock is several million years 
older than the granite of the 
Sierra Nevada. 


FROM THE turnoff a’ West- 
gard Pass the piny on-juniper fo- 


THIS M AP directs the mo­ 
torist to the home of the 
r a r e and ancient bristle- 
cone pine, the o l d e s t of 
t h e m , Methuselah, 4,600 
years. 


rest is soon replaced by timber- 
line trees, limber pine and brist­ 
lecone mixed. As you travel 
higher, only the bristlecone sur­ 
vives. 


All the immensity of the Sier­ 
ra Nevada can be admired as 
the road climbs higher. Superla­ 
tive views of this massive block 
of granite stretch north and 
south and you can see 12 of the 
14 highest peaks in California. 
At 10,000 feet is the Schulman 
Grove area named after the de­ 
terminer of the trees’ great age, 
Dr. Edmund Schulman. Here 
atop the White Mountains he 
discovered the oldest tree of all, 
4,600-year-old Methuselah. 


TWO TRAILS lead, to the old­ 
est trees with a half-mile hike 
over easy trail to Pine Alpha, 
the first 4,000-y e a r -o 1 d tree 
which. Schulman dated. It’s a 
two-mile hike along Methuselah 
Walk and the other many an­ 
cients. 
The land of the bristlecone 
has no streams and almost no 
underbrush, and most of the 
trees in the forest are less than 
30 feet tall, although some may 
be as much as 50 feet high. 
If you look down you will find 
you are stepping on small plants 
whose colors blend in well with 
the rock. Most are in bloom dur­ 
ing July and August with their 
blooms of lavenders, silvers. 


CENTURIES OLD, the gnarled and twisted forms of the bris­ 
tlecone pines that cling to the eastern slopes of the Sierra 
Nevada o f f e r visitors to that remote anea a never- 
to-be-forgotten sight.

pale yellows, gray greens, tan, 
pinks, rusts and dull reds. 


ALWAYS GROWING slowly, 
the bristlecone in dry years just 
endure their harsh gravelly soil, 
adding only a microscopic ring, 
perhaps only adding an inch of 
growth in 100 years. 


Further up the mountain, be­ 
yond Schulman Grove, is the 
Patriach, with a circumference 
of 36 feet eight inches and only 
1,500 years old. Unusual in this 
area are the “pickaback” trees 
that grow not up but sideways, 
adding circumference but not 
height.

TUCKED UP in the northwest 
corner of Canada, right next 
door to Alaska, the Yukon offers 
over 200,000 square miles of 
mountain wilderness and some 
of the finest fresh water fishing 
found, anywhere. 
You can camp free in a gov­ 
ernment campground or pick 
your own spot for total privacy. 
If you're not the camping t.pe, 


you can stay in a lodge, motel 
or hotel 
Good to excellent fishing can 
be found within a few minutes’ 
drive of even the largest city. In 
1968, a 19-pound, two-ounce rain­ 
bow trout was taken just three 
miles from Whitehorse, the cap­ 
ital city. Arctic grayling are 
taken regularly inside the city’s 
boundaries. 


OR P E R H A P S you really 
want to get away from, it all. 
Then charter a float plane to 
take you into one of dozens of 
remote lakes where it’s possible 
to' catch your' .limit on a. few 
casts. 
Several areas have licensed 
fishing guides who will take you 
out after the tankers. Some of 
them go as far as to guarantee 
you fish or you don’t pay the 
fee, they’re so sure of a catch. 
The guides will supply their ser­ 
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vices, along with boat, motor 
and fishing gear. 
Now, about those catch lim­ 
its: 


IN ONE DAY you can haul in 
20 northern pike, 10 Arctic 
grayling, five lake trout, five 
dolly varden, five kokanee, five 
rainbow trout, tw o steelhead 
and two in the aggregate of 
King or Coho salmon. Grayling 
and trout under eight ir.oies 
must be returned to the water. 
Yukon has no closed season 


DON'T CALL 
IT THE 
'SIERRAS' 


“I’m off to the High Sier­ 
ras,” 
'This incorrect reference to 
the Shining Range, the Snowy 
Mountain, the Range of Light, 
is one that is uttered by peo­ 
ple who think primarily of its 
many m a j e s t i c peaks and 
spires and pi n n a c 1 e s and 
denies. 
The Sierra Nevada,, accord­ 
ing to the National Automo­ 
bile Club, is a single mountain 
with all its components joined 
at the foot, a huge block of 
stone with a total area greater 
than that of Rhode Island. 
Me a s u r i n g 4 0 0 miles in 
length and 40 to 60 miles in 
width, the scenic mountain 
has eight n a t i o n a l forests, 
three national parks, one na­ 
tional m o n u m e o t and five 
wilderness areas within its 
reaches. 
Of the awe-inspiring peaks, 
500 tower more than. 1.2,000 
feet in the air. Among the 12 
that display glaciered sum­ 
mits over 14,000 feet is Mount 
Whitney, the second highest 
point in the United States. 


on sports fishing and there are 
no catch limits on whitefish, 
burbot (ling cod), inconnti (shee 
fish) or cisco (fresh water her­ 
ring). 
Most popular species, and the 
most abundant, are the lake 
trout, Arctic grayling and north­ 
ern pike. 


YUKON FISH are particular­ 
ly fine eating because of their 
glacier-fed, blue-water environ­ 
ment. They come in all sizes 
and a collossal lake trout, Jtaken 
upstream from the Carcross 
Bridge, weighed 87 pounds and 
was five feet, two inches long. 
In the lakes which are more 
easily accessible, lake trout of 
five to 10 pounds are common 
and l a r g e r ones, up to 30 
pounds, are frequently taken. 
The larger ones are usually 
caught by anglers fishing from 
a boat. Twenty to 30-pound lak­ 
ers are common in the more re­ 
mote lakes. 
Lake trout seem to prefer 
large bait. It’s not unusual to 
take two pounders on a six to 10 
inch spoon. Fresh bait includes 
frozen smelt, or herring, from a 
supermarket, or strips of fresh 
fish. 


NEARLY 
ALL 
s t r e a m s 
crossed by the Alaska Highway 
and other main roads in the Yu­ 
kon will yield catches of Arctic 
grayling, even to inexperienced 
fishermen. 
Many of these streams, also 
support one or more species of 
trout and visitors often stop at 
such streams for an on-the-spot 
fresh fish barbecue. 
Grayling, kokanee and mem­ 
bers of the trout family are tak­ 
en on flies, small spinners or 
spoons. This also applies to whi­ 
tefish, which are becoming in­ 
creasingly popular with fly and 
light tackle fishermen. 


THE GENEROUS limit of 20 


northern pike is easily filled 
waters frequented by these fish. 
Hie angler’s bag often has more 
than one pike approaching four 
feet in length. 
On top of all this, anglers fish­ 
ing in the Yukon are given a 
bonus in unsurpassed mountain 
scenery, clean waters and clear, 
invigorating atmosphere, which 
i n c r e a s e s the appetite and 
makes those freshly-caught fish 
taste even better.

Where Bat 
Is Respected 


Bats, often d i s d a i n e d and 
even feared, are a popular tour­ 
ist attraction at Carlsbad Cav­ 
erns National Park in New Mex­ 
ico. 
In immense numbers, the bats 
emerge from the cave each 
summer e v e n i n g , spiral up­ 
wards and then stream south­ 
ward to separate into flocks for 
night foraging. 
The return to the cave is 
made at dawn when they dive 
into the entrance and fly direct­ 
ly to what is known as the Bat 
Cave to spend the day, roosting 
by hanging downwards from the 
walls or ceilings in dense clus­ 
ters. 
During the winter most of the 
bate leave the caverns and .mi­ 
grate to warmer regions. 
Guides telf visitors that al­ 
though bats have long been ma­ 
ligned. in folklore and supersti­ 
tion, “the ones here are not only 
harmless, but beneficial. They 
destroy harmful insects and 
produce guano, a valuable ferti­ 
lizer.”

NEW YORK (UPI)—So you 
are all set for your first trip 
aboard. You have your passport 
and visas and confirmed trans­ 
portation and hotel and other 
reservations. 
Now all you have to do is 
wait for your' departure date, 
grab your bags, 
kiss 
your 
relatives goodby, and lake off. 
Right? 
Wrong! 
When was the last time you 
were vaccinated against small­ 
pox? If it was more than three 
years ago, you might have to 
be 
inoculated 
again. 
And, 
depending on your travel plans, 
it may be necessary to h a v e 
other shots. 
ALL AMERICANS traveling 
overseas, except in certain areas 
in the Western Hemisphere, are 
required 
to 
have 
proof 
of 
immunization against smallpox. 
And the vaccinations MUST be 
recorded in the official Interna­ 
tional Certificates of Vaccina­ 
tion and bear the authorized 
stamp of your local public 
health service. 
True, there are some foreign 
countries where officials don’t 
even look inside the special 
form approved by the World 
Health 
Organization 
(WHO). 
But there are others who clteck 
carefully and may refuse you 
admission if the health record 
is not properly executed and 
authenticated. 
The 
U.S. 
Public 
Health 
Service also requires validated 
proof of such immunity from 
American 
citizens 
returning 
from foreign travel, with the 
exception of the specifically- 
exempt 
areas. 
Failure 
to 
provide such evidence could

mean vaccination at the port of 
entry or surveillance up to 14 
days, or both, or even detention 
for up to two weeks. 


THE 16-PAGE health record 
can be obtained at U.S. Passport 
agency offices or from your 
travel agent and airlines and 
steamship companies. I keep 
mine stapled to my passport as 
a precaution against loss and to 
help speed clearance through 
control points. 
Your travel agent or carrier 
should be able to advise you if 
other immunizations may be 
necessary. These, too, should be 
entered in the official certifi­ 
cate. 
In some countries, inocula­ 
tions against yellow fever and 
cholera are mandatory and you 
could 
be 
turned 
back 
or 
quarantined 
for up 
to 
two 
weeks. 
These 
immunizations 
also must be validated by your 
local health authority. 


AMERICANS, WHO have vis­ 
ited or passed through countries 
where cholera, smallpox, ty­ 
phus 
and 
other 
contagious 
diseases may be prevalent, face 
surveillance or detention for up 
to 14 days on return to the 
United States unless they have 
had the necessary inoculations. 
Immunization against yellow 
fever, good for 10 years, can be 
only obtained at specified U.S. 
Public Health centers. 
Anti­ 
cholera shots, valid for six 
months, and other required and 
recommended vaccinations may 
be administered by your own 
doctor. 
For all international travel, 
the 
Public 
Health 
Service 
recommends protection against 
tetanus, diphtheria and polio­ 
myelitis. 
THE RECOMMENDATION for 
anti-typhoid shots was dropped 
last year for Americans visiting 
Europe and other developed 
areas. But there have been 
outbreaks 
of 
the 
disease, 
however, 
in 
a 
number 
of 
countries with high sanitary 
standards so you might want to 
take precautions anyway. 
All inoculations should 
be 
obtained well in advance of 
departure, not only because of 
possible reactions but 
some 
require a series of injections 
spaced over several weeks.

An d the ro o t called ‘p atah’ fro m 
which they mad e bread o r ate it 
either bak ed o r raw, refers to 
the Bro ad ieaea an d o ther lily 
bu lbs co n su med in q u an tifies by 
all Califo rn ian s. The wo rd , ho w­ 
ev er, stan d s fo r p o tato .” 


THE NEXT sign ifican t rep o rt 
o f the Marin In d ian s came as 


the resu lt o f the 1595 v isit to 
Califo rn ia’s sho res by the Po rt­ 
u gu ese, 
Sebastian 
Ro d rigu ez 
Cermen o . 
Cermen o had been giv en p er­ 
missio n by Lu is d e Velasco , v ice­ 
ro y o f N ew Sp ain (Mex ico ), 
to p ilo t a ship to the Philip p in es 
o n a v o y age o f d isco v ery , p arti­ 
cu larly to p in p o in t p o rts where 
ship s o n fu tu re v o y ages might 
lan d to rest their crews an d re­ 
p len ish fo o d su p p lies. Cermen o 
was also au tho rized to carry 
freight in o rd er to earn mo n ey 
fro m the v en tu re. 
He sailed fro m Acap u lco o n 
the San Ped ro an d reached the 
Pliilip p in es safely . There, he 
tran sferred to the San Agu stin , 
an d with a crew o f 7 0 men an d 
130 to n s o f cargo o n bo ard , left 
Cav ite Ju ly 5, 1595, o n the re­ 
tu rn trip . 


OFF THE Califo rn ia co ast, 
the San Agu stin was hard hit by 
a sto rm that rip p ed o ff p art o f 
her d eck . 
Desp ite the o bjectio n s o f his 
crew, Cermen o bro u ght the ship 
in to Drak e’s Bay o n No v . 6, 


Ro bert Flemin g Heizer, writ­ 
in g fo r the Califo rn ia Histo rical 
So ciety Qu arterly o f December. 
1941, q u o ted fro m Cermen o ’s 
lo g: 
‘ Man y In d ian s ap p eared o n 
the beach an d o n e o f them came 
o u t to the ship in a tu le balsa 
which he p ro p elled with a p ad ­ 
d le at each en d . He remain ed 
besid e the ship fo r so me time 
talk in g in his lan gu age. So me 
co tto n clo th, silk an d a red cap 
were giv en to him. 


“ EARLY THE n ex t mo rn in g 
fo u r men , each ro win g a tu le 
balsa, came o u t to the ship an d 
remain ed alo n g sid e talk in g. 
They were giv en gifts o f clo th 
after which they wen t asho re.” 
Cermen o then wen t asho re 
with 22 o f his men in a ship ’s 
bo at, lan d in g o n the beach n ear 
so me In d ian habitatio n s. 
He r e p o r t e d : “The p eo p le 
were well bu ilt, ro bu st an d in ­ 
clin ed to ' fatn ess. The men were 
en tirely n ak ed , bu t the wo men 
wo re grass o r sk in sk irts. The 
hair was wo rn lo n g, an d bo d y 
p ain tin g o n the breast an d arms 
was o bserv ed .” 
Cermen o to o k fo rmal p o sses­ 
sio n o f the lan d in the n ame o f 
the Kin g o f Sp ain . Then he an d 
his men , in military fo rmatio n , 
marched to the In d ian v illage 
“abo u t a harq u ebu s-sho t” fro m 
the sho re. 


THE INDIANS, abo u t 50 in 
n u mber an d all ad u lts, p ro v ed 
p eacefu l an d gav e their v isito rs 
so me small seed s. Su ch seed s, 
crabs, wild bird s an d elk were 
fo u n d to be the d ietary stap les 
o f the In d ian s. 
The Cermen o p arty then p ro ­ 
ceed ed in lan d fo r less than two 
miles where they met a ban d o f 
In d ian men , who u p o n seein g the 
n ewco mers, fo rmed a circle an d 
“u ttered lo u d ho wls.” A lead er, 
carry in g a tall ban n er o f black 
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THE M IW O K IN D IA N S were living in these 
bee-hive" shape huts when the first white 
men reached M arin County. Constructed of 


poles and tules or bulrushes, the dw ellings 
were built around a firepit with a hole at the 
top to allow the smoke to escape. 


feathers, ap p ro ached the ex p lo r­ 
in g p arty . F r i e n d l y In d ian s 
fro m the co astal v illage who 
had acco mp an ied the white men 
talk ed to the n ew arriv als —- 
“ whereu p o n the latter laid d o wn 
their bo ws an d ap p ro ached in a 
hu mble man n er as if terro r­ 
ized .” 
The n ativ e lead er p resen ted 
Cermen o with the black feather 
ban n er while o ther I n d i a n s 
han d ed o v er their bo ws to the 
Sp an iard s. 


THE R E P O R T sp eak s o f 
black an d red p ain t o n the faces 
o f the In d ian s. 
An d Caro lin e O’Hara in her 
man u scrip t, “In d ian s o f Marin 
Co u n ty ,” giv in g as her so u rces 
Hu bert Ho we Ban cro ft’s “Nativ e 
Races o f the Pacific Co ast” an d 
Bu lletin 30. Bu reau o f American 
Ethn o lo gy , Washin gto n , D. C., 
tells ho w the In d ian s, “small 
an d so d ark as to be almo st 
black ,” were fo n d o f p ain tin g 
their faces “in trian gles an d 
lin es o f v ermillio n .” 


The d y es, she said , were o b­ 
tain ed by barterin g with frien d ­ 
ly tribes that liv ed n ear the 
New Almad en cin n abar min e. 


CERMENO PUT in to u se a 
lau n ch fro m the San Agu stin 
that had been o btain ed in the 
Philip p in es, an d sev eral ex p ed i­ 
tio n s were mad e in lan d jto o b­ 
tain aco rn s an d hazeln u ts. They 
v isited sev eral ad d itio n al In d i­ 
an v illages. 


Disaster stru ck the Eu ro p ean s 
when a heav y gale d ro v e the 
San Agu stin agro u n d , wreck in g 
the ship . Sev eral men were lo st. 
An d there was the first tro u ble 
with the In d ian v illagers when 
so me o f the n ativ es attemp ted 
to carry o ff wo o d fro m the d am­ 
aged ship . 
Dr. Heizer an d o thers fro m 
the Un iv ersity o f Califo rn ia d is­ 
co v ered 
p o rcelain 
fragmen ts 
while ex cav atin g o n the Po in t 
Rey es Pen in su la in 1940 that 
wrere believ ed to hav e been p art 
o f the San Agu stin ’s cargo An ­ 


o ther ex p ed itio n in 1941 d isco v ­ 
ered ad d itio n al fragmen ts. 


CERMENO AND his crew su f­ 
fered hu n ger an d d an ger befo re, 
o n Dec. 8 , they p u shed o ff fro m 
the Marin sho re in the small 
Philip p in e lau n ch. Sev en week s 
later, they reached p o rt in Mex ­ 
ico . 
Early white v isito rs were in ­ 
terested in the leisu rely life en ­ 
jo y ed by the Co ast Miwo k s. 
There were great feasts with 
the p eo p le en jo y in g d an cin g, 
sin gin g an d in stru men tal mu sic. 
That mu sic was d isco rd an t to 
the ears o f the v isito rs, bu t it 
had a d efin ite rhy thm.

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The Anatomy Of A Mad Mass Murderer

Colin Wilson, once the “whiz 
kid” of British literature, has 
been long been fascinated by vi­ 
olent crime — particularly the 
murderer who kills, not once, 
but several or many times. 
Earlier this year he had pub- 
1 i s h e d a study of murder 
through the centurie* in which 
his thesis, supported not entire­ 
ly convincingly, was that there 
have been trends or styles in 
homicide that are distinctive of 
their p e r i o d s and thus are 
among the most r e v e a l i n g 
s o u r c e s of understanding of 
man's past and present. 
Now, in this, novel, Wilson has 
relied heavily upon past re­ 


search for that and earlier 
books to create a fictional, multi- 
ple-killer. 
His protagonist, Arthur James 
Lingard, is patterned principal­ 
ly after the infamous Dusseldorf 
mass murderer Peter Kurten. 
But Wilson also uses 'the ca.se1 
histories of o t h e r celebrated 
s 1 a y e r s in constructing Lin- 
gard’s c h a r a c t e r and back­ 
ground. 
His narrator is Dr. Kahn, psy­ 
chiatrist for toe prison, where 
Lingard is incarcerated. The 
book deals with Kahn’s almost 
obsessive investigation into the 
factors and motives that have 
made Lingard a rapist and kill­ 
er. 
The story that Kahn uncovers 
is. sordid — of an orphaned boy 
who has transferred his Oedipus 


attachment unhealthily to his 
older sister. Who began mixing 
Ids undisciplined sexual appetite 
with fantasies in, which he built 
up a wholly unrealistic, all- 
powerful picture of himself that 
lie could never fulfill. The re­ 
cord discloses an arrogant, yet 
uncertain boy, youth and young 
man who has declared himself 
beyond the normal restraints of 
society. 
To Wilson, his Lingard is an 
example falling somewhere be­ 
tween two classic patterns of vi­ 
olent criminals: 
“The right man” type as out­ 
lined in A.E. Van Vogt’s “The 
Violent Man” — the person who 
paranoically refuses to admit 
the possibility that he is or was 
ever wrong. It is a category in 
which b e 1 o n g many of the 
world’s despots and dictators. 


Wilson’s own “outsider” class­ 
ification — a person, more1 ima­ 
ginative and talented than those 
around him, possessor of more 
will and drive than they do. But 
whose special qualities are mis­ 
directed. 
L i n g a r a , however, seems 
m u c h closer to Van Vogt’s 
“right man” than to Wilson’s 
“outsider.’’ His special abilities 
exist only in relation to the 
generally drab people around 
him and the dreariness of his 
environment (an exception is his 
earthy sister Pauline, a f a r 
stronger and more interesting 
character than Lingard). His 
will and drive sputter and falter, 
even in their misdirection. 
Wilson describes “Lingard” 
as “an attempt to point out that 
‘right men,’ are not necessarily 
and completely wrong.” 


The effect upon this reader 
was the o p p © s ite . Lingard. 
seemed to us an example of just 
how very wrong and just how 
dangerous t h e s e egomaniacs 
can be. .And we do have many 
among us who cannot conceive 
or concede of their ever being 
mistaken. All are not violent 
criminals, But all are potential 
menaces. 
Wilson has written with his 
usual fine feeling for rhetoric an 
unpleasant book saturated with 
sex and heavy with the confu­ 
sions and heartaches of today’s 
troubled society. It is not a book 
that makes with any clarity the 
kind of point he says he is at­ 
tempting. It describes one as­ 
pect of man’s malaise, but the 
treatments suggested seem to 
deal with symptoms, not the di­ 
sease.

HOW TO MAKE LOVE by 
Locke McCorkle; Grove Press, 
147 pages, $5.95.

Man is the least instinctive 
beast in the animal kingdom; 
therefore, he must take lessons 
on making love. So holds the 
Bay Area author of this book, 


Moriah and the Dome of the 
Rock in 1867, from which non-

subtitled “The Spiritual Nature 
of Sex.” 
And, indeed, he may have a 
point. If only to unlearn what’s 
been taught. 
L o c k e McCorkle (obviously 
not a made-up name, unless 
perhaps by W. C, Fields), has, 
according to the book flap, com­ 
bined writing with the construc­ 
tion business. One fancies him 
as one of those muscular street 
knaves that you just know is an 
artist or poet when he isn’t 
making money. (An i l l u s i o n 
shattered if he’s neglected to 
'use his Right Guard.) 
But enough romancing, and 
back to “How to Make Love,” a 
title reminiscent of the advertis­ 
ing theory that "How to” ads 
always sell. The book scores in 
the technique chapters, but is 
inclined to lose in the spiritual 
chapters, which are interwoven.

On the plus side, McCorkle

issue solving the matter for 
once and all by instructing the 
“bra-bumers” to give in, not to 
a man, but to their own sexuali­ 
ty.

McCorkle sug­ 
gests that when the lady indi­ 
cates an interest in making 
love, the gentleman, be he ever 
so bored with the idea, always 
professes enthusiasm. A charm­ 
ing notion, if impractical. - 
Non-traditional sex, the kind 
that is occasionally against the 
law, is simply left out of the 
book. 
“How to Make Love” would 
be more agreeable if it were 
less quaintly sentimental, less

celebrate go o d hunting and fish­ 
ing, to mark a plentiful aco rn 
harv est, etc. 
There were co ntests o f skill, 
to o , to pro v ide the Indians with 
amusement — running, hunting, 
swimming. 


THE CHILDREN learned to 
swim almo st as so o n as they 
co uld walk. And they climbed 
trees to swing high in the air 
fro m branches. 
The men play ed stick games 
in which they dro pped handsful 
o f sticks o n a hide spread upo n 
the gro und and aro und which 
they squatted. And there is 
so me ev idence that the Indians 
gambled with shells as they 
play ed these games. 
Each v illage had its shaman 
o r medicine man, respo nsible 
fo r keeping away the ev il spirits 
with 
his 
so ngs and dances. 
So metimes he co nco cted medi­ 
cinal brews, fo r the Indians 
knew the special pro perties o f 
many o f the herbs o f the area. 


WHEN A v illager died, all 
Indians mo urned, with the men 
silent, the wo men wailing. The 
bo dy might, be cremated o r bur­ 
ied. If buried, the dead perso n’s 
mast treasured po ssessio ns — 
po lished abalo ne shells, arro w 
heads, etc. — went into the 
earth with him. 
Written reco rds dealing with 
Marin Indians fro m 1595 to 17 7 6 
are lacking. 
Ho no ria Two mey in her “ His­ 
to ry o f So no ma Co unty ” giv es 
the date J uly , 17 7 6 , fo r the time 
when two y o ung Spaniards sent 
by J uan de Ay ala, co mmander 
o f the San Carlo s, v isited an 
Indian v illage in Marin. 


SUBSEQUENTLY, !De Ay ala 
sent o ut o ther ex peditio ns, and 
his shipmaster, Capt. Fernando 
Quiro s, sailed the ship’s bo at up 
the Petaluma Riv er. 
Two o ther 
Spaniards 
were 
sent fro m Lime Po int into Ma­ 
rin and histo rians reco rded their 
o bserv ances as they ro de alo ng 
the bay sho re until they came to 
“ a 
gurgling 
bro o k 
splashing 
alo ng the well-wo o ded hillsides 
where they refreshed their jad­ 
ed steeds and were themselv es 
regaled after the weary ride in 
the summer sun.” 
They no ted that their sur­ 
ro undings sho wed ev idence o f 
lo ng use as a camp by an Indian 
tribe. And when they enco un­ 
tered tho se Indians, they were 
receiv ed with ho spitality that 
they returned by teaching the 
nativ es the skills o f ado be brick 
making and ho use building. 


THESE WERE the Olumpalis, 
later changed to the Olo mpalis. 
And under the superv isio n o f the 
v isiting Spaniards, the Indians 
built fo r their chief an ado be 
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ho use, really a simple structure 
o f but o ne ro o m, 16 by 24 feet 
But it must hav e seemed a mar­ 
v el to the Indians, accusto med 
o nly to their crude wickiups. 


Ho w lo ng the Spaniards re­ 
mained at O l o m p a l l is no t 
kno wn, but it was pro bably a 
v isit o f sho rt duratio n. 


H o w e v e r , a seco nd ado be 
d w e l l i n g, this o ne a larger 
structure, 24 by 56 feet, was 
also built at right angles to the 
first. And it became the ho me o f 
the tribe’s chief. 


WITH ONLY perio dic v isits 
fro m white men, the Indians o f 
Marin co ntinued to liv e v ery 
much as they had liv ed fo r cen­ 
turies. Then, with the dedicatio n 
o f the Missio n San Rafael Ar- 
cangel in 1817 as part o f the 
Franciscan 
missio n chain • In 
Califo rnia, a great change was 
wro ught in the liv es o f the na­ 
tiv es. 


So me resisted the attempts to 
Christianize them, regarding the 
missio naries as inv aders and re­ 
maining alo o f fro m the missio n 
activ ities. But o thers listened to 
the new teachers, gaining no t 
o nly a new religio n but also the 
rudiments o f an educatio n. 
One such was Camilo Ynitia, 
who succeeded his father as 
chief o f the Olo mpalis and who 
was respected and praised by 
white men as well as his fello w 
Indians. 


YNITIA 
WAS 
granted 
two 
square leagues, the Olo mpali 
Rancho , o n Oct. 22, 184 3, by 
Manuel Michelto rena, the Mex i­ 
can go v erno r after Mex ico had 
gained its independence and as­ 
sumed 
the 
administratio n o f 
Califo rnia. 
The late Stev e Richardso n, 
so n o f Marin pio neer Capt. Wil- 
1 i a m 
Richardso n, 
described 
Camilo Ynitia as “ a man o f 
marked ability , clean-cut, capa­ 
ble, all-aro und. To the best o f 
my kno wledge, he was the o nly 
full-blo o ded Indian to who m the 
Mex ican go v ernment ev er made 
a large grant o f land.” 
William Heath Dav is wro te o f 
the Olo mpali chief: 


‘T KNEW (HIM) as a fine, in­ 
telligent man. He o ften came to 
San F r a n c i s c o to purchase 
go o ds fro m N a t h a n Spear, 
who se agent I was then. He 
o wned 6 00 cattle, n u m e r o u s 
ho rses and sheep, and was a 
quite no ted breeder. He was 
punctual in meeting his o bliga­ 
tio ns, and because o f this and 
his affability and intelligence, 
he was highly esteemed by all 
o f us. 
“ He co uld read and write and 
keep acco unts, hav ing been edu­ 
cated by the missio naries at 
Missio n San Rafael Arcangel. 
He was, likewise, a wheat-raiser 
and so ld his cro ps to the Rus­ 
sians (who had established a 
settlement at Fo rt Ro ss). 
“ At the death o f So lano (who 
had been General Vallejo ’s co n­ 
tact with the tribes), Camilo di­ 
rected the burial with all tribal 
ho no rs. General Vallejo alway s 
treated Camilo and So lano with 
high co nsideratio n because it 


was thro ugh these men he co n­ 
tro lled and co nquered tribes o f 
Indians witho ut shedding blo o d. 
It was also with their assistance 
that he had co mmand o f all the 
labo rers he needed fo r his v ast 
impro v ements in So no ma and 
Petaluma.” 


RECORDS AT Missio n San 
Rafael Arcangel up to 1822 sho w 
8 29 Indians baptized, 24 4 mar­ 
ried, 183 dead and 830 surv iv ing. 
The death rate is no t so high 
as might first appear, since the 
missio n was established to pro ­ 
v ide care fo r neo phy tes fro m 
Missio n Do lo res who were al­ 
ready a i l i n g and so metimes 
dy ing. 
J uan Garcia, so n o f Rafael 
Garcia, grantee o f a large Mar­ 
in rancho , to ld ho w his father, 
then a co rpo ral, was sent by 
Luis Anto nio Arguello , co mman­ 
dant o f the Presidio at San 
Francisco , to Marin o n a go o d­ 
will missio n. 


“ HE WAS SENT to San Ra­ 
fael o n a so rt o f raft that drifted 
up the bay with the tide and 
was able to effect a landing at 
what is kno wn as McNear’s 
Po int to day . 
When he 
went 
asho re he was gr e e t e d by 
friendly Indians, who to the 
n u m b e r o f abo ut 500 were 
c a m p e d where the B. B. 
McNear ho me (Glenwo o d) is ta 
day .” 
Garcia said sev eral tribes o f 
Indians were then headquart­ 
ered in Marin, with so me o f 
them liv ing in the willo ws at the 
fo o t o f San Rafael’s B street. 
“ The tidewater in the day s o f 
the missio n and fo r many y ears 
thereafter came up to E Street, 
and all the land east o f B Street 
was a beautiful clam bed at lo w 
tide, where the Indians secured 
their supply o f clams and mus­ 
sels. The east end o f the to wn, 
fro m B Street to the bay , was 
co v ered at high tide, and at the 
fo o t o f B Street the Indians had 
their rancheria. 


“ DURING THE winter these 
Indians were garbed in elk 
skins. In fact, all the wigwams 


and all the interio r furnishing o f 
same were made fro m skins o f 
elk . . . 


“ I remember as a bo y when 
the missio naries wo uld use the 
water fro m San Rafael Hill to 
irrigate the o rchard. This water 
was run do wn thro ugh a ditch. 
It was a no v el i r r i g a t i o n 
scheme, and wo rked beautifully . 
The missio naries w e r e v ery 
skillful at different trades and 
nev er shirked wo rk themselv es. 


“ Sunday s and ho ly day s o f o b­ 
ligatio n were great day s at the 
missio n. The Indians and their 
families wo uld co me fro m miles 
aro und and attend mass in the 
missio n 
church. 
They wo uld 
bring v eniso n, clams and hides 
to the missio naries, and in re­ 
turn wo uld take away pro v isio ns 
o btainable at the missio n sto re­ 
ho use. 


“ THE NICASIO Tribe, who 
were o nce po werful and num­ 
bered by the tho usands, were 
inclined to be war-like, and 
whenev er they arriv ed in San 
Rafael the missio naries had all 
they co uld do to prev ent quar­ 
reling . . . 
“ Fo r weeks 
befo re 
Easter 
Sunday , the missio naries were 
o ccupied in instructing the Indi­ 
an children fo r the sacrament o f 
co nfirmatio n . . . Two day s be­ 
fo re Easter, the Indians began 
arriv ing in San Rafael until, o n 
the great day , sev eral tho usand 
were camped here and in the 
v alley , the squaws dressed in 
ev ery co lo r o f the rainbo w, and 
the man in pants o f elk skins 
and wearing warpaint. 
“ In the lo wer end o f to wn, ev ­ 
ery tree and shrub was used as 
a hitching po st fo r the Indian 
po nies. The carcasses o f two 
sco re elk were ro asted and 
serv ed to the Indians . . . ” 


GARCIA TOLD, to o , ho w Fr. 
J uan Amo ro so secured a num­ 
ber o f musical string instru­ 
ments fro m Spain and fo rmed a 
sev en - member 
o rchestra 
o f 
y o ung Indians. 
The o lder Garcia to ld his so n, 
to o , o f the scenes in the ev en- 


ings amo ng the wigwam clus­ 
ters. 


“ Here and there amo ng the 
wigwams o ne wo uld enco unter 
the mo thers with suckling babes 
at 
their breasts, while they 
wo rked with pestles crushing 
grain in the mo rtars. Here and 
there o ne wo uld discern a squaw 
lo aded do wn with a burden o f 
wo o d. Or a y o ung buck return­ 
ing with elk, deer, rabbits and 
o ther prey fro m the fo rest Or 
fishermen co ming back with the 
pro duce o f the riv ers, bay and 
o cean. 


“ THE YOUNG squaws, the 
belles o f the day , painted with 
all the co lo rs o f the rainbo w and 
decked in go rgeo us calico s and 
burdened with shell and bead 
o rnaments, o ccupied places o f 
adv antage beneath the spread­ 
ing o aks fo r which the v alley 
was famo us in early day s. 
“ Bucks, y o ung and o ld, squat­ 
ted here and there, smo king 
their lo ng pipes and awaiting 
the ev ening dinner call.” 
But such happy scenes ended 
with the Mex ican go v ernment’s 
decree 
secularizing the mis­ 
sio ns. The friars left Missio n 
San Rafael Arcangel. And the 
Indians dispersed. 


DON TIMOTEO Murphy , as 
agent fo r the Marin Indians, 
succeeded in o btaining fo r them 
the grant o f 20 square leagues 
in the Nicasio Valley . But after 
his death, the claim was v o ided 
by the land co mmissio n. 
The Indians had also been 
pro mised a third o f the ho rses 
at the missio n plus o ther liv e­ 
sto ck. But there is no reco rd 
that this pro mise was kept. 
The Indians who had liv ed at 
the Missio n San Rafael Arcan­ 
gel had learned to speak Span­ 
ish, the language o f the Francis­ 
cans, and such useful trades as 
bo at-building, 
blacksmithing, 
metal wo rk and carpentry , as 
well as farming and sto ckrais- 
ing. But few co uld find wo rk in 
such fields. 


INSTEAD, THE o wners o f the 
large rancho s no w fo und them­ 
selv es with a v ast so urce o f la­ 
bo r, fo r which they had to pay 
o nly a pittance. 
So me o f these ranchers treat- 
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THIS STRANGE-LOOKING structure was an 
Indian granary in which acorns, a staple 
food of th<e Coast Miwoks, were stored to see

Two learned men, one an ed­ 
ucator and social scientist, the 
other a researcher and physical 
scientist, have authored books 
in which they diagnose the con­ 
dition of American culture as 
critical. 
While they share the belief 
that our society is gravely ill, 
they are not in total accord as 
to the germs that have caused 
our sickness, nor as to the anti­ 
dote that should be prescribed 
for recovery. 
Philip Slater, Brandéis Univ­ 
ersity’s sociology department 
chairman, in his “The Pursuit 
of loneliness/’ b la m e s our 
problems upon our obsession 
with technology. 
“ I am arguing/* he writes, 
“for a reversal of our old pat­ 
tern of technological radicalism 
and social conservatism. We 
pretend that . .we actually 
achieve social stability — that 
technological change can be 
confined within its own sphere. 
Yet this is not so. Technological 
instability creates social insta­ 
bility as well, and we lose both 
ways.” 
Dr. Albert Szent-Gyorgyi, re­ 
search scientist at the Marine 
Biological Laboratory, Woods 
Hole, Mass., and Nobel Prize 
winner for his discovery of Vi­ 
tamin C, sees the problem dif- 
f e r e n t l y in his “The Crazy 
Ape.” 
“It is evident to me," he 
writes, “that a world created by 
science can be run safely only 
by the spirit and methods of the 
science which created it. It is 
impossible to create a new 
world by means of science and 
then run it on the basis of out- 
d a t e d, sentimental principles 
like fear, lust for power and 
domination.” 
For Dr, Szent-Gyorgyi, “the 
spirit of science is that of good­ 
will, mutual respect and human 
solidarity.” To him science1 has 
been the victim, not the culprit 


ALBERT Szent-Gyorgyi was 
born in Hungary In 1893 
and educated In Budapest 
and at Cambridge. In 1937 
he won. the Nobel Prize far' 
his studies on metabolism 
and for his discovery of as­ 
corbic acid ( V i t a m i n C). 
D u rl n g World War II he 
w as a fugitive, hunted by 
the N a z i s . And after the 
war he fled E u r o p e and 
Stalinism to come to this 
country where he has since 
carried on research, at 'the 
Marine Biological labora­ 
tory at Woods Hole, Mas*». 
In his book, "The C r a z y 
Ape,” he expresses his des­ 
pair at the way society has 
used his work and that of 
h i s colleagues in science, 
and challenges y o u t h to 
build a better society mak­ 
ing a richer, beneficial use 
of technology.

If has not been 'the scientist who 
has misused the products of his 
creativity, but rather his ex­ 
ploiters. 
But Slater sees technology it­ 
self as an enemy running wild, 
although he emphasizes that he 
is not advocating “any brand of 
bucolic romanticism.” 
“I only want to remove them 
(the machines) from their posi­ 
tion of mastery,” he says, “to 
restore human beings to a posi­ 
tion of equality and initiative.” 
To regain Ms dignity, Slater 
warns, man must renounce his 
allegiance to the outworn con­ 
cept of individualism, and adopt 
the communal and collective ap­ 
proaches suited to today’s high­ 
ly complicated civilization. 
Slater is in agreement with 
psychiatrist Dr. Alexander Loar­ 
en who in his “Pleasure” (June

The last is a suggestion that 
can only cause disquiet in an al­ 
ready nervous Establishment 
In two small books these two 
sages have given us much food 
for thought In the' finer analys­ 
is, their differences are not irre­ 
concilable..

— drastic change — is the cen­ 
tral, urgent message of both 
books. 
“U N D E E THE Moon of 
Mars” (Holt, Rinehart and Win­ 
ston, $?.%) is a history and an­ 
thology, with Sam Moskowitz as 
author and editor, of the curious

“scientific romance” that began 
with the publication of Edgar 
Rice Burrough’s adventure sto­ 
ry of the book title in 1912. The 
selections are taken from the 
Munsey pulp magazines, and 
Moskowitz’ history is as much a 
story of those publications as it 
is a story of the scientific ro­ 
mance tale. 
Scence fiction fans, and parti­ 
cularly the older ones with lin­ 
gering memories of the pulps, 
will regard this newest book 
with the same enthusiasm they 
have displayed for earlier Mos- 
kowitz-edited collections. 
THE NOVEL “Ail About Hat- 
terr’’ by G. V. Desani that 
achieved an “underground” pop­ 
ularity after its publication in 
1949. has been reprinted by Far­ 
rar, Straus and Giroux in a 
■$5.9a edition and is now billed as 
“a modern classic.” Said T. S. 
Eliot of it: “In all my experi­ 
ence, I have never met with 
anything quite like it.” You’ll, 
probably say the same. Certain­ 
ly the language — “a sort, of 
creative chaos,” wrote Anthony 
Burgess — is unique. And lan­ 
guage is the essence of the 
book. 
DOVER Publications has is­ 
sued a $3.75 reprint in its dis­ 
tinctive high quality paperback 
format of Janet Waring's “Ear­ 
ly American Stencils on Walls 
and Furniture.” The work, ac­ 
cepted as the most authoritative 
book available on its subject, a 
now nearly vanished art, first 
appeared in 1937, and is repub- 
1 i s h e d unabridged, with 166 
plates of illustrations, showing 
views of stencils, close-ups of 
detail and tools. 
'THE ESSAYS that make up 
his “Dr. O u t l a n d i s h : Drug 
Scene and Sundry Subjects” are 
described by their author, Dr. 
Charles H. Sprague, as “an an­ 
tidote to hysteria.” 
Sprague, project director for 
a clinic, is one of those physi­ 
cians who have stepped outside 
the medical Establishment to 
work with alienated youth and 
to write for the underground 
press. Dr. Outlandish is the 
name he has signed to those ar­ 
ticles. And his chapter titles in­ 
clude the likes of “On ‘Doing 
Up’ in General and ‘Speed’ in 
Particular” and “In Pursuit of 
the Powder-Blue Double-Barrel 
P e p p e r n i n t Metai-Flake 
Wedge.” 
The theme is not pro-drug. 
But society's present methods of 
dealing with the problem are of­ 
ten questioned. And Sprague at­ 
tempts to use the verniacular of 
today’s young to reach and im­ 
press upon them the danger of 
undisciplined experimentation.

somewhat less appeal for fewer 
youngsters. But it still remains 
an inte.resti.ng field of endeavor 
as Robert Lipsyte of the New 
York Times demonstrates in his 
“Assignment: Sports'” (Harper 
Row, $3.95). It is a panorama 
of Lipsyte’s “beat” from the 
1968 Olympics in Mexico City to 
baseball’s spring training camp 
and Arnold Palmer on the golf 
course. Young sports “addicts” 
will enjoy this opportunity to 
“see” the greats of the games 
through the eyes of a perceptive 
and enthusiastic professional. 


Literary “heroes,” except for 
a few of the more adventurous 
like Jack London and M a r k 
Twain, have been pretty much 
ignored as subjects of biogra­ 


phies for junior. Richard O Con­ 
nor moves into 'that void with 
his 
“ John 
S t e i n b e c k ” 
(McGraw-Hill, $4:.95), telling; of 
the life, and the work and the 
beliefs of an American writer 
genuinely concerned and greatly 
gifted. It is nice to see a book 
about a modem literary figure1, 
and O’Connor has performed his 
project with the excellence and 
se.ns.it.ivity his subject merits. 


“ In the Wilds of A f r i c a” 
(Four Winds, $3.95) by Robert 
HaImi is an exceptional book, 
despite the absence of color in 
the photographs. Hahni, a ve­ 
teran of the safari and a net­ 
work television director and ca­ 
meraman, takes up the more in­ 
teresting animals of the Dark 
Continent, one by one, and re­ 
veals some surprising and inter­ 
esting facts about each. Some 
good animal photographs sup­ 
plement his entertaining and en­ 
lightening text.

NEW YORK (UPI)—RCA is 
selling a recording of Shostako­ 
vich’s 13th symphony on the 
allegation that it is a “sympho­ 
ny of protest” by a composer 
angry at the way things are in 
the Soviet Union.

Saga 
Of Marin's 
Miwok Indians Had 
A Sad Conclusion 


Once Proud People Vanished 


From Region They Had Ruled 
Continued from Page M8 
t'd their Indian help kindly. But 
others were little more than 
slavemasters. 
One of the better employers 
was Capt. William Richardson 
of the Rancho Saucelito. His 
son, Steve, said of his father's 
hands: 
“It is well-known they enjoyed 
good health. They lived in an 
equable climate, had no booze 
to break down 'their health pre­ 
maturely, and the habit jto tak­ 
ing daily sweats with the ac­ 
companying plunge into cold 
water was conducive to good 
health. The blood was pure. 
• THEY NEVER had a tooth­ 
ache. Probably this was due to 
their simple diet, without any 
e 1 e m e n t that would produce 
acidity. I never knew an Indian 
with a missing tooth unless he 
lost it by accident ... . . 
“They retained their eyesight, 
unimpaired, to a great age. I 
am sure I never saw a short­ 
sighted Indian, and still less one 
who was noticeably deaf . . . ” 
Alas, the fate of most Indians 
in Marin was far less happy. An 
epidemic of smallpox that start­ 
ed at Fort Ross and swept 
through Sonoma and Marin took 
a heavy toll of their population. 
AND WITH California now a 
state and Marin the 27th of the 
original counties, it was defin­ 
itely white man’s country. 
The once plentiful game had 
been slaughtered by market 
hunters for hides and tallow. 
The Indians were forced to 
subsist on clams and fish, so 
that many lived along the shores 
of Tómales Bay. 
A few remained in the Nicasio 
vicinity, among them Jose Cal- 
eistro, a chief and said to be the 


last of the full-blooded Indians 
of Marin. 
There is a sad commentary 
that bespeaks the final fate of 
Marin’s once thriving Indian pop­ 
ulace in the “History of Marin 
County” published in 1880 by Al­ 
ley, Bowen & Co. It states: 
“THE NIC ASIO Indians were 
at once time a very powerful 
tribe numbering many thou­ 
sands and filling the whole val­ 
ley, but they have vanished be­ 
fore the silent forces of civiliza­ 
tion . . . Dire contagion stalked 
through the land and claimed 
many tithings for the charnel 
house of death, and later the ac­ 
cursed ‘firewater’ of the white 
man overcame and destroyed 
the sons (of the once proud Indi­ 
ans), while the souls and bodies 
of the daughters were sold in 
prostitution . . . 
"Thus have their ranks been 
décima'ted until scarcely a score 
can be mustered, and the once 
populous village contains only 
eight wigwams .now. 
“What few remain of the tribe 
live upon a tract of about 30 
acres, situated about two miles 
east of Nieasio in a lovely val­ 
ley which was purchased by 
Jose Caleistro, their last chief, 
of William J. Miller, several 
years ago, as ajiome- for the 
remnants of his people. The 
county appropriates $40 a month 
for their support which togeth­ 
er with the pittance of wages 
they earn and the game they 
kill, affords them a meager 
sustenance. • 
“THERE ARE five who are 
very aged, indeed — in fact, so 
old that nothing can be obtained 
that w;ould establish the dates of 
their births, and they are al­ 
most helpless. 
“They are patiently waiting 
for death to come and take

You can go back more than 
4,000 years by traveling to the 
top of the White Mountains bor­ 
dering the Owens Valley on the 
eastern side of the Sierra Neva­ 
da . 


Here the bristlecone pine lives 
In a remote, forbidding land 
that rises almost 12,0(0 feet, 
s e e m i n g l y a dead mass .of 
wind-scoured trunks and twisted 
limbs. 


FOR ALL OF their vn * age 
these bleakly tan, gray, reddish 
and white trees 
are st in ted 
giants which were growing l 000 
years before the oldest giant 
redwood broke from the soil. 


As you travel up Westgard 
Pa ss, east of Big Pine, look 
west for a view of the Palisades 
with their sharp peaks towering 
above their glaciers. 
Tilted layers of bedrock are 
exposed by the streams that 
flow down from White Mountain 
as the road winds through im­ 
pressive narrow canyons. This 
rock is several million years 
older than the granite of the 
Sierra Nevada.

All the immensity of the Sier­ 
ra Nevada can be admired as 
the road climbs higher. Superla­ 
tive views of this massive block 
of granite stretch north and 
south and you can see 12 of the 
14 highest peaks in California. 
At 10,000 feet is the Schulman 
Grove area named after the de­ 
terminer of the trees’ great age, 
Dr. Edmund Schulman. Here 
atop the White Mountains he 
discovered the oldest tree of all, 
4,600-year-old Methuselah. 


TWO TRAILS lead to the old­ 
est trees with a half-mile hike 
over easy trail to Pine Alpha, 
the first 4,000-y e a r -o 1 d tree 
which Schulman dated. It’s a 
two-mile hike along Methuselah 
Walk and the other many an­ 
cients. 
The land of the bristlecone 
has no streams and almost no 
underbrush, and most of the 
trees in the forest are less than 
30 feet tall, although some may 
be as much as 50 feet high. 
If you look down you will find 
you are stepping on small plants 
whose colors blend in well with 
the rock. Most are in bloom dur­ 
ing July and August with their 
blooms of lavenders, silvers,

Further up the mountain, be­ 
yond Schulman Grove, is the 
Patriach, with a circumference 
of 36 feet eight inches and only 
1.500 years old. Unusual in this 
area are the “pickaback” trees 
that grow not up but sideways, 
adding circumference but not 
height.

For real 12-months-of-the-year 
beauty, the foliage of evergreen 
conifers can’t be beat. Marin 
nurserymen h a v e coniferous

redwoods. 
Within the juniper classifica­ 
tion t h e r e are groundcover 
types, low-growers for borders, 
excellent medium-sized ones for 
foundation plantings, and col-

AT GROUND level the blue- 
gray coloration of San Jose and 
Bar Harbor varieties and the 
silver-blue of Wilton’s Juniper 
are excellent choices for fill- 
iog-in expanses. 
A step higher, Andorra Juni­ 
per and compact Golden Pfitzer 
Juniper are self-shaping and 
spreading. The latter’s colora­ 
tion is a highlight and Andorra's 
blue-gray foliage takes on a 
handsome plum color in colder 
months. 
Gold Coast Juniper, which has 
chartreuse shadings to crisp 
green foliage, is a newer introd­ 
uction with great promise.

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Plywood—The Versatile Building Product 


Plywood — those great big boards of­ 
fered in a variety of grades and types — 
is probably one of the most versatile 
building products you can buy from your 
lumber dealer. 
With it, you can panel a room, build a 
boat, construct a house — ’most any­ 
thing. 
Plywood comes in standard sheets of 
four 
by 
eight 
feet, 
although 
larger 
lengths are available, and some lumber 
dealers pre-cut standard sheets to handy 
sizes such as two by four feet, etc. 


DOUGLAS FIR plywood — the most 


common — comes in two types; intVrior 
and exterior. 
Exterior has a waterproof glue bond 
between laminations; interior is intended 
for use inside and is so fabricated. Both 
types are plainly marked. 
Plywood also is graded according to 
the quality of the surface of the panels. 
There are many grades; however, you’ll 
probably need to know only the following 
information for most projects. 


INTERIOR PLYWOOD 
Panels, referred to as “good both 
sides,” are graded A-A. It is smooth and 
free from knot holes and imperfections 


on both surfaces and it is used where 
both sides of the panel will show. 
A-D grade panels are good on one side 
with some knot holes and cracks on the 
other side. If this side will be finished, 
you can fill the imperfections with wat­ 
er-mixed wood putty, sand it smooth, 
and paint over it. 


EXTERIOR PLYWOOD 
Similar to interior panels in A-D grade. 
Exterior A-C panels can be used for out­ 
door projects where the plywood itself 
will be the finished surface. 
Sheathing grade plywood is termed 
C-D and is used for the exterior skin, of a 


house or roof where another material 
will be applied over it. Use this material 
for playhouses, tool sheds, and projects 
where the panel will be covered from the 
elements. 


THROUGH MODERN manufacturing 
techniques, there are many special kinds 
of plywood panels made — textured for 
decorative effects, overlaid, marine, and, 
of course, hardvvood-plywood surfaces 
for pane ling a wall. The latter come in a 
variety of woods — walnut, cherry, ma­ 
hogany, oak, etc. 
Most are prefinished so all you have to 
do is install it.

With an entertainment gaze­ 
bo, the summer hostess can en­ 
joy the party as much as the 
guests. 
Instead of being isolated in 
the 
kitchen 
with 
last-minute 
preparations, she can join the 
crowd and let the food practical­ 
ly take care of itself. 
An outdoor entertainment cen­ 
ter should be planned for per­ 
formance as well as beauty. 
That means 
built-in conveni­ 
ences, such as a barbecue, stor­ 
age for fuel and utensils, and if 
possible, a refrigerator drawer 
to cut down on trips to the kitch­ 
en. The gazebo should have 
all-weather wood counters and 
benches to make eating and 
conversation areas within easy 
reach of the food center.

Bu t 
who se sp ecial q u alities are mis­ 
directed.

“o u tsider.” His sp ecial abilities 
ex ist o n ly in relatio n to the 
g en erally drab p eo p le aro u n d 
him an d the drearin ess o f his 
en v iro n men t (an ex cep tio n is his 
earthy sister Pau lin e, a f a r 
stro n g er an d mo re in terestin g 
character than Lin g ard).

Liston is part of the Of Black 
America Series, and is a history 
of America’s most shameful in­ 
stitution. No attempt is made to 
make a pretty story of the prac­ 
tice by which men regarded and 
treated other human beings as 
so much livestock. Liston has 
r e s e a r c h e d deeply and has 
come up with shocking informa­ 
tion. So monstrous were slaver­ 
y’s evil consequences, Liston 
notes, that black people still to­ 
day are handicapped by its lin- 
g e r i n g repercussions. Liston 
turns a strongly worded spot­ 
light on a subject generally 
glossed over by the school texts. 


“Life in traditional Vietnam is 
rural and harmonious,” begins 
the introduction to “The Toad is 
the Emperor’s Uncle” (Double­ 
day, $3.95). It’s a beginning that 
is enough to make one weep.

“In the Wilds of A f r i c a ”

Halmi is an exceptional book, 
despite the absence of color in 
the photographs. Halmi t a ve­ 
teran of the safari and a net­ 
work television director and ca­ 
meraman, takes up the more in­ 
teresting animals of the Dark 
Continent, one by one, and re­ 
veals some surprising and inter­ 
esting facts about each.

On The Stereo Scene

NEW YORK (UPI)-ftCA is 
selling a recording of Shostako­ 
vich’s 13th symphony on the 
allegation that it is a “sympho­ 
ny of protest” by a composer 
angry at the way things are in 
the Soviet Union. 
Maybe so. It has had only 
three performances in Russia. 
It is a setting of poems by the 
eminent poet, Yevtushenko, one 
of 
which 
may 
have 
been 
offensive to Soviet authorities. 
On the other hand, it is no 
less likely that the Russians 
found it too dull to perform 
often or to record. American 
performances rights were ac­ 
quired 
by 
the 
Philadelphia 
Orchestra in the usual way. 
And the Philadelphians have 
recorded 
it, 
with 
Eugene 
Ormandy conducting, with Tom 
Krause, the Finnish baritone, 
as soloist and with a Philadel­ 
phia male chorus. To speak 
softly, it is neither an exciting 
nor memorable symphony. The 
composer is using his estab­ 
lished devices (3162). 
Most provocative of the first 
Beethoven piano music record­ 
ings of this Beethoven's 200th 
birthday 
year 
is 
by 
Glenn 
Gould. As virtuoso he played 
the “Moonlight,” “Appassiona- 
ta” 
and 
“Pathetique.” 
As 
musicologist he comments on 
them on the back of the album. 


His admiration for Beelhoven 
has reservations and his opinion 
of the “Appassionata” is a very 
low one. The “Pathetique” he 
admires within limits and the

“masterpiece.” Virtuosos prob­ 
ably are well advised to keep 
their fingers busy and their 
mouths shut.

On Budget Impact 


SACRAMENTO (AP) - The 
chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee promises to try for 
a balanced 1970-71 state bud­ 
get without a tax increase, but; 
another senator says local tax­ 
es will have to go up if state 
spending for some programs is! 
cut. 
Sen. Donald Grunsky, R-Wat- 
sonville, said Friday he expect­ 
ed the Senate to quickly ap­ 
prove a heavily amended ver­ 
sion of the Assembly budget 
bill Tuesday. 
The S e n a t e 
amended the Assembly meas­ 
ure Friday to bring it into bal­ 
ance in the face of an unexpect­ 
ed $141 million deficit. 
The Assembly failed to agree 
Thursday on ways to bring the i 
budget back into balance, so it 
, approved the original—and un­ 
balanced—$6.48 billion proposal 
made by Gov. R e a g a n in 
February. That proposal was 
thrown out of balance by rising 
welfare and Medi-Cal costs and 
unexpectedly low tax revenues 
because of the cooling economy. 
A Democratic senator who 
sits on the Finance Commit­ 
tee says it isn’t possible to 
balance the budget without in­ 
creasing the average taxpay­ 
er’s total tax bill. 


Sen. Stephen P. Teale, D- 
West Point, said major cuts in 
state spending would mean 
smaller state contributions to 
local governments. 
‘‘If local government wants 
to maintain its present level of 
services there will have to be 
a hike in the local tax rate to 
make up the difference in lost 
state funds,” Teale said. 
Teale was critical of the Re­ 
publican governor, who he said 
“ zeroed in on his favorite tar­ 
gets — higher education and 
welfare — as the places to find 
the money needed to balance 
the budget.”

It your pattern docs not call 
for a facing, just use the pattern 
itself as a guide for cutting the 
interfacing. Use the neckline as 
your guide, making your inter­ 
facing about 3 inches deep. Pin 
and machine stitch it to the 
wrong side of your fabric, then 
apply your lining and the neck­ 
line of your dress will never 
stretch out of shape.

In a letter to John A. Gras- 
h a m, 
superintendent-president 
of the college, the registered 
nurses’ alumni association said 
the college was lax in letting 
problems arise which led Shir­ 
ley Conklin to resign her post.

breakdown 
in 
communications 
and the . . . delay of decision. 


In choosing a successor, the 
association urged combining all 
health studies program into one 
unit under a single administra­ 
tor, and urged that the nursing 
faculty 
help 
choose 
the new 
head. 
The two-and-a-half-year shuf­ 
fle which led to Miss Conklin’s 
resignation “ seems inconceiva­ 
ble,” wrote Barbara Bunn, pres­ 
ident of the association. 
T h e 
association 
questioned 
four aspects of the situation: 
“ Why the coordinator was al­ 
lowed to function without a con­ 
tract and . . . a defined job 
description for . . . one year. 
“ Why there is administrative 
controversy 
concerning 
t h e 
. . . job description. 
“ Why grievances have n o t 
been resolved at the proper level 
of the college’s . . . structure. 


“ Why no steps have been tak­

The mood was bright as the 
clowns’ costumes yesterday as 
more than 2,100 San Quentin 
Prison 
inmates filed 
into the 
athletic field bleachers to watch 
the circus. 


Amid the laughter «nd banter­ 
ing, one could almost forget that 
the spectators were wearing pri­ 
soners’ blue denim and that the 
wall behind the circus trucks 
and 
tents 
was 
patrolled 
by 
arm ed guards. 


The circus was the second 
ever held a t the prison, and it 
included all the t r i m m i n g s 
usually associated with the big 
top. 


Inmates could buy hot dogs, 
cotton candy, snow cones and 
pink l e m o n a d e , which were i 
even given away to some p ri-' 
soners who could not afford to 
buy them. An amnesty allowed 
inmates to use U. S. cu rre n cy ,' 
which is forbidden in the prison, 
as well as the normal prison 
canteen coupons. 


More than $70 in contraband 
U. S. currency, used for dope: 
traffic and other illegal trade in I 
prisons, was taken in. 


There were six anim al acts, 
acrobats, a trapeze act, high 
wire 
perform ers, 
pretty 
girls 
and clowns in the show. M ost, 
enthusiastically 
received 
acts 
were the lion and tiger tam er 
and the high wire act, but the 
loudest applause cam e at the 
start of the show when inmate 
Vic Curcio was commended for 
helping bring the show to San 
Quentin. 


Curcio, 49, originated the idea 
of

Quentin several years ago, got

warden’s 
permission 
and 
' wrote letters to circuses until 
| the Rudy B r o t h e r s circus 
agreed to put on a show last 
year. The sam e circus present­ 
ed this y ear’s program . 


Children 
of 
resident 
prison 
employees were allowed to at­ 


tend the circus this year for the 


first time, and many employees 


were observed both in groups by 


themselves 
and 
mingling 
and 


talking with the prisoners. The 
inm ates’ behavior would com ­ 
pare favorably with many ad- 
ult-entertainment audiences on 
the outside. 


Expressions of the crowd dur­ 
ing the show varied from intent 
concentration during the more 
difficult p e r f o r m a n c e s to 
uproarious l a u g h t e r when a 
clown ribbed one of the inmates 
during his act. 


Attractive women perform ers

whistles,

catcalls. When a beautiful bru­ 
nette appeared in the unicycle

act, 
a slender baby­

Will Peripheral Canal Help 
Or Damage The Delta? 


When the Chinese coolies labored 
a century ago to raise the levees which 
created t h e Sacramento-San Joaquin 
Delta area as we know it today, little 
could they imagine what it would lead 
to. 
Today's battle over whether or not 
to build the Peripheral Canal is not 
likely to end soon. 
D o n Pinkerton, an unsuccessful 
candidate for Republican nomination 
for state senate from the d i s t r i c t 
which includes Marin, mentioned the 
Peripheral Canal from time to time in 
his campaign. Most of his Marin listen­ 
ers didn't know what he was talking 
about. 


Republican Gov. R o n a l d Reagan 
and his administration s u p p o r t the 
project which was the brainchild of 
t h e administration of Democrat Pat 
Brown, when he was governor. 
Jesse Unruh, Democratic candidate 
f o r governor against Reagan, stands 
foursquare against the plan. 
We are likely to hear much more 
a b o u t it as the Reagan-Unruli cam­ 
paign develops. 


DESCRIBED IN THE SIMPLEST 
possible terms, the Peripheral Canal 
would be a huge c o n c r e t e riverbed 
constructed around the heart of the 
Delta area to carry water from the Sec- 
ramento River to a pumping station 
at Tracy where it would be sent south 
by canal for use agriculturally in the 
southern San Joaquin Valley and do­ 
mestically in southern California. 
It would cost an estimated $200 
million to build and would be financed 
jointly by state and federal funds. 
It has always been envisioned as a 
key link in the California water plan 
approved by voters in a statewide elec­ 
tion about a decade ago. 


UNRUH AND SEN. JOHN Nejedly 
of Contra Costa County have intro­ 
duced a measure in the Legislature at 
Sacramento to b 1 o c k construction of 
the Peripheral Canal. In Washington, 
Congressman Jerome Waldie, also of 
Contra Costa, is battling against con­ 
gressional approval of the project. 
Southern 
California 
representa­ 
tives at Sacramento and Washington 
presumably will be b a 1 1 1 i n g just as 
hard for approval. Governor Reagan 
a n d his administration — including 
Secretary Norman B. Livermore Jr., of 
the California Resources A g e n c y — 
are among the most outspoken propo­ 
nents.

craft navigation. 
In simplest terms, those who op­ 
pose the Peripheral Canal say it would 
reduce the flow of fresh water in Delta 
waterways thereby raising the level of 
pollution, d e s t r o y fisheries, impair 
waterfowl habitat and interfere with 
small craft navigation. The threat of 
salt water intrusion from increased ti­ 
dal action is also voiced early and of­ 
ten. 


Supporters of the project point out 
that it would provide nine outlets for 
inrefusing fresh water into Delta wa­ 
terw ays including some sloughs that 
now are stagnant habitat would be im­ 
proved, pollution decreased and attrac­ 
tiveness to boaters enhanced. Salt wa­ 
ter intrusion, say proponents, is not a 
threat at all. 
Supplying surplus northern water 
to areas that need it is an important 
and worthwhile reason to go ahead.

Learning About Prisoners One 


Of Indochina War Frustrations 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In 
frustration and sheer despair 
no aspect of the Indochina 
War compares with the plight 
of the 1,400 or more Ameri­ 
cans missing in action and 
their wives and families. Some 
wives have gone four — even 
five — years without knowing 
whether their husbands are 
dead or alive. 


E F F O R T S TO EXPLOIT 
this grief for the larger objec­ 
tives of America’s dilemma in 
the war have from time to 
time seemed to put the fami­ 
lies of these hapless men in a 
political role. There is no evid­ 
ence that this has been by 
choice of the wives. They have 
wanted to get, by any means 
possible, at the very least, 
word of the fate of their hus­ 
bands. 


Sen. Robert Dole. R-Kan., 
introduced an amendment to 
the military appropriations bill 
that was the most open invita­ 
tion thus far to tie a political 
issue to the plight of the pri­ 
soners. As a counter to the 
Cooper-Church amendment he 
proposed that any legislative 
restrictions on the president’s 
right to order future military 
operations in Cambodia would 
be forbidden so long as Ameri­ 
can prisoners were held in 
Cambodia. 
The Dole amendment was 
defeated, 54 to 36, with 15 Re­ 
publicans joining 39 
Demo­ 
crats to vote against it. One 
reason was the conviction that 
the amendment did make the 
captives pawns in a political 
byplay. 


REPEATED ATTEMPTS by 
a variety of means to get in­ 
formation about the prisoners 
have brought only minimum 
results. A number of wives 
have gone to Paris and other 
European capitals to put their 
case to Communist representa­ 
tives. While in most instances 
they have been received polite­ 
ly, they have been told no­ 
thing. 
On the Meet the Press pro­ 
gram Sweden’s Prime Minis­ 
ter Olof Palme was pressed 
hard to say what he had been 
able to do through North Viet- 
n a m e s e representatives in 
Stockholm about the prisoners 
of war. Palme said that of 60 
appeals put up to him he had 
received replies in 14 cases. 
Among the latter were the 
names of several men whose 


fate had already been m ate 
known.

Minister said 
that he wanted to avoid mak­ 
ing the prisoners a political is­ 
sue and keep it on the humani­ 
tarian plane, hanoi is a signa­ 
tory of the covenant of the In­ 
ternational Red Cross covering 
the treatment of prisoners of 
war. But the N o r t h Viet­ 
namese government holds that 
the men they have taken are 
war criminals and. therefore, 
not subject to the terms of the 
covenant. The fact that the 
United States has never for­ 
mally declared war is at least 
a technical consideration in 
the status of these victims of 
the long conflict. 


IT GOES, HOWEVER, much 
deeper than that. Individual 
human life has nothing like the 
same value in Asia that it has 
in the West. And the ruthless 
drive of the doctrinaire Com­ 
munist adds an extra dimen­ 
sion to this difference in val­ 
ues. Then, too. there is the 
deep bitterness generated by 
thes uffering of the civilian 
population from long years of 
bombing in the two Vietnams. 
The last is part of the fearful 
heritage that peace is not like­ 
ly soon to erase. 


State 
Department officials 
who talked with Palme were 
impressed by his sincerity and 
by the realism of his efforts to 
get more information out of 
Hanoi. Under the prisoners- 
of-war convention S w e d e n 
could propose the interment 
until the end of the war of sick 
and wounded men. Given the 
adamant stand of Hanoi, that 
seems 
a remote possibility. 
The grim reality appears to be 
that 
the.^e unfortunate 
men 
will not be released, granted 
they have survived the rigors 
of their captivity, until there is 
a negotiated peace. 


THE MOST SPECTACULAR 
effort to improve their condi­ 
tion and discover whether they 
were living or dead came from 
H. Ross Perot, the Texas bil­ 
lionaire. Just before Christmas 
he was turned back attempting 
to deliver canned Christmas 
dinners to 1.400 prisoners. An 
attempt to deliver the dinners 
and other gifts for the captives 
by way of the Soviet Union 
was also frustrated when Per­ 
ot was denied permission to 
fly to Moscow.

Good Health Is June Embury's Business 


It's Also The Secret Of Her 


Youthful Looks Approaching 60 


One’s first i m p r e s s i o n of 
blonde, statuesque June Embu­ 
ry, San Rafael business woman 
and Kentfield housewife, is that 
she is probably in her late 40s, 
but looks somewhat younger be­ 
cause she has taken good care 
of herself. 
A skin clear and free of wrin­ 
kles, eyes that sparkle, a vitali­ 
ty that a teen-ager would envy 
all contribute to the impression 
of youth. 
Then as she tells you of her 
eventful life, she happens to 
mention that in 1934, when she 
was chosen “ National Health 
G irl” of the USA, she was 23 
years old. 


WHICH 
MEANS that June 
Embury is not far short of the 
observance of her 60th birthday, 
all appearances to the contrary. 
A handsome, dynamic wom­ 
an. she stands behind the coun­ 
ter as the best single advertise­ 
ment for the wares dispensed by 
her small but bustling business, 
San Rafael Health Foods a* 1132 
Fourth Street in downtown San 
Rafael. 
But before her involvement in 
the booming health food field 
and before her coming to Marin, 
June Embury had lived an ev­ 
entful. not always easy past. 


SHE WAS BORN in Antwerp, 
Belgium, as June van Couwen- 
berghe and was a tot of but 3 
when the Germans invaded her 
native (jorintty in 1914. ‘ 
r 
Her (jar I test memories are of 


four 
years 
spent 
under 
the 
h a r s h , sometimes terrifying, 
conditions of German occupa­ 
tion. 
Her father, a Belgian soldier, 
was wounded early in the war. 
He escaped capture as Belgium 
fell before the invaders only by 
fleeing, first to Holland, then to 
England, and eventually on to 
America where he made his 
home in New Jersey and found 
work on a tugboat. 
Van Couwenberghe had been 
forced to leave his wife and 
daughter behind in Antwerp. 


SM ALL CHILD though she 
was, June recalls vividly today 
the hours spent in the cellar 
with her mother sitting out the 
Allied bombing attacks upon the 
German-occupied city and area. 
She remembers, too, the two 
arrests of her mother by the 
Germans — and her subsequent 
release. The first was for mock­ 
ing the Germans’ military goose- 
step in public, the second for 
appearing attired in the Belgian 
national colors at a German 
army parade. 
She has painful memories as 
well of the worsening food sys­ 
tem that was not relieved until 
final Allied victory. 


“ BY THE W AR’S end the ra­ 
tion had been reduced to black 
bread and buttermilk, and only 
when these were available,” she 


In 1919 Van Couwenberghe 
was able to bring his wife and 
daughter to the United States 
where he had started a new life. 
June grew up in New Jersey, 
and became an ardent physical 
culturist in her late teens. 
In her early 20s she was a de­ 
voted follower of the interna­ 
tionally-known Bernarr McFad- 
den, a pioneer figure in Ameri­ 
ca in the vigorous exercise and 
good diet for sound health field. 
It was through her association 
with the MacFadden movement 
that she was named the coun­ 
try’s “ National Health Girl” in 
1934. 


SHORTLY thereafter J u n e 
found h e r s e l f selling health 
foods throughout a country that 
was then considerably l e s s 
nutrition-conscious than it is to­ 
day. 
And eventually she settled in 
San Francisco and opened that 
city’s first “ juice bar,” an es­ 
tablishment that squeezed fresh 
fruit and vegetable juices for 
the refreshment of the tired off­ 
ice workers of the downtown 
and financial districts. 
So successful was this enter­ 
prise that she opened two more 
juice bars. 
But with marriage and the ar­ 
rival of two children, she re­ 
tired from business to reir ner 
family in the Kentfield home.

the University of California at 
Berkeley and her first marriage 
had ended in divorce. She was 
now married to Howard Embu­ 
ry, a carpenter-foreman with 
Ralph E. Murphy & Sons in San 
Rafael. And with her boundless 
energy she was eager to get 
back into the business world, 
preferably into the health food 
field in which she had pioneered 
and which was now experienc­ 
ing a surge of public interest. 
She recalls now with much 
amusement how husband How­ 
ard belittled the idea. To him, 
the people who ate health foods 
were fanatics and faddists who 
lived on raw fruits and vegeta­ 
bles, preferably exotic, and ex­ 
pensive, plants from faraway. 
“ My r e b u t t a l , ” she says, 
“ was that many of the people 
interested in health foods were 
not fanatics at all, but sensibly 
concerned over the cost they 
were paying in lost nutrition for 
some of the c o n v e n i e n t , 
easily-prepared processed foods 
of the supermarket.” 


SHE POIhTTED to the many 
articles then appearing in ma­ 
gazines and newspapers creat­ 
ing a growing consumer aware­ 
ness of the problem. 
It was agreed, then, that June 
Embury would open a small 
health foods store somewhere in 
Marin. 
The hunt for at good Ideation 
ended in the leasing of space at 


1132 
Fourth 
Street, 
and 
th« 
opening, in June of 1966, of the 
San Rafael Health Foods. 
June at first ran the store 
alone with h u s b a n d Howard 
helping at night after the com­ 
pletion of his carpentry work. 


TODAY SA N Rafael Health 
Foods employs six, the youngest 
of them hard put to match the 
energy of the proprietress. And 
the always busy premises were 
recently expanded to include the 
adjacent store to the west, thus 
doubling the display space. 
June Embury says her philo­ 
sophy is this: 
“ Really good health is a state 
of genuine well-being, not sim­ 
ply the absence of disease. And 
good nutrition is a very impor­ 
tant factor in achieving really 
good health.” 
As for husband Howard, once 
the scoffer: 


H E H AS LO ST the 35 pounds 
of excess weight he carried four 
years ago. 
And he has long since given 
up construction work to take 
over the full-time management 
of the store, “ working harder 
than 1 ever did before, and en­ 
joying it more.” 
He drinks a high protein cock­ 
tail four times a day to help him 
maintain that pace. And he has 
become, if such is possible, even 
more enthusiastic about health 
fooete thhh 'is1 June ‘Embufy her­ 
self.

It is an irony of history that 
most M arinitcs know far more 
about the Sioux, the Comanche, 
the Apache, the Iroquois and 
other tribes that inhabited other 
regions than they know about 
the Indians that once lived in 
our own area. 
Yet. Marin County has its Indi­ 
an history, as indicated by such 
surviving a n g l i c i z e d place 
nam es as Olema (Olema-loke), 
Bolinas (Baulines) and Tomales 
(Tomalles). 
And these Marin Indians were 
a more impressive people than 
is sometimes recognized, even 
though they were generally un­ 
warlike. 


A. L. KROEBER, one of the 
outstanding authorities on Cali­ 
fornia Indians, divides the Mi- 
woks into two categories, the 
Coast Mi woks and the Lake Mi- 
woks. It was the Coast Miwoks 
who inhabited Marin. And these 
he broke down further into var­ 
ious tribes that for the most 
part 
were 
identified 
by 
the 
nam es of their villages or. as 
the Spanish called them, their 
rancherias. 
From village to village the 
Miwok “ tongue” differed, each 
having its own dialect. 
Each village, too. had its own 
chief who presided at the tribal 
ceremonies, settled disputes, de­ 
signated hunting grounds, etc. 


ABOUT 
THE 
Miwoks 
has 
grown up the myth of a poor 
people of little culture. Archaeo­ 
logical finds along M arin’s bays 
and 
stream s, 
however, 
along 
with 
historical 
records 
have 
forced a modification of that 
thinking. 
For instance, it was not so 
much ati absence of initiative 
that caused the Coast Miwoks to 
avoid confrontations with other 
tribes. 
Blessed with abundant 
food, they had little reason to 
battle 
over 
disputed 
hunting 
grounds. 
They had other assets, too, 
that Indians living inland lacked 
- shells and salt that were use­ 
ful in barter. And dark volcanic 
obsidian r o c k that could be 
chipped into sharp edges for ar-

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row and spear heads and knife 
blades. 


THESE INDIANS had their 
own ingenious method for ob­ 
taining salt with m inim um ef­ 
fort. 
Winter storm s drove the wat­ 
ers of San Pablo and San F ran ­ 
cisco bays over the tidelands 
and far inland. As they receded, 
they left behind salt w ater pools. 
Into these ponds the Indians 
drove sticks. And when the sum ­ 
m er sun dried the pools, the 
Indian 
women 
pulled up the 
sticks 
and 
knocked 
the 
salt 
clods clinging to them into their 
baskets. 
There was not only ample salt 
for their own needs, but a sur­ 
plus 
for 
trading 
with 
other 
salt-hungry tribes. 


BASKET WEAVING was a 
useful art of these Indian wom­ 
en. and on hand were such m a­ 
terials as tules and milkweed. 
The squaw pounded the tule 
or weed stem s until she had 
strong 
fibers 
that she 
could 
twist into a cord. Fram es for 
her baskets were f a s h i o n e d 
from the pliable twigs of hazel 
bushes. The s t r a n d s wrere 
soaked for softening, and then 
pulled in and out of the openings 
of the twig fram e. 
These baskets were woven so 
tightly they could hold w ater 
without leaking, and they were 
made in many shapes and sizes 
to serve various purposes. Bits 
of shell or tufts of quail or 
blackbird feathers were som e­ 
times used for decoration. 


STREAMS OF fresh water fed 
by springs high in the hills and 
miles of shoreline were still oth­ 
er Miwok assets. They could dig 
clam s and 
take mussels and 
abalone. 
Villages 
were often 
located 
along fresh water stream s and 
stake fences or weirs were built 
to trap trout and other fish. 
The men could hunt in hills 
and valleys where elk and deer 
were more than plentiful. 
The crafty Indians, knowing 
the limited range of their bows 
and arrows, would don deer or 
elks heads and skins so they 
could creep up on their prey. 


EVERY PART of the slain 
deer was used. The hide served 
many purposes, as covering for 
wickiups, as thongs, as clothing, 
o*c. Antlers were carved into 
tools. And when the tribe had 
eaten its full of fresh m eat, the 
remaining flesh was dried in the 
sun and turned into the “ jer- 
key” from which hunters and 
runners could get their nourish­ 
ment while on the move. 
Rabbit drives were an easy 
means of obtaining meat. 
The Indian men would form a 
large circle, then slowly come 
together. Trapped rabbits inside 
the circle were c l u b b e d to 
death. 


TO THE WOMEN fell such 
tasks as the harvesting of wild 
oats and seeds, and the toasting 
of ihq griiin in wide flat baskets 
•"ThhttawAWMMAi* 
be pounded with pestles in stone 


m ortars for long hours. Seeds, 
too, were stone ground. 


The oak tree, too, provided 
food for the Indians. 
The men climbed its trunk 
and shook its branches so that 
acorns fell to the ground, to be 
picked up by women and chil­ 
dren. The hard shells were re­ 
moved, 
and 
the 
soft 
m eats 
ground into a m eal that was 
leached with boiling water to re­ 
move its bitter taste. The acorn 
dough was then cooked on hot 
rocks, and som etim es berries, 
salm on and honey were added 
to m ake this unleavened bread 
m ore tasty. 


ACORNS W ERE also cooked 
in salted w ater to form a soft, 
edible mush. 
Large supplies of acorns were 
laid away for the winter in 
g r a n a r i e s m ade of willow 
branches or tules, set on poles 
and covered with bark or hides. 
Pitch was spread on the poles 
at ground level so that mice or 
squirrels trying to get at the 
acorns were caught in the pitch. 
An 
Indian 
woman 
wanting 
acorns during the winter simply 
pulled apart the woven branch­ 
es or tules at the bottom of the 
granary. When enough acorns 
had poured through the opening, 
she closed the hole with more 
twigs. 


MARIN ALSO had many ha­ 
zelnut bushes, and these provid­ 
ed another source of delicious 
food. 
The Indians were skilled too 
at cooking the roots of many na­ 
tive plants. Manzanita berries 
were eaten. Still other plants 
were used for their medicinal 
value. 
Fish, caught in the stream s, 
were cleaned and dried, to be 
used later to provide a change 
of diet. 
Although the Indians lacked 
the tools n e c e s s a r y to fell 
the redwoods and o t h e r big 
trees, they were able to supply 
their needs by picking up fallen 
trunks and b r a n c h e s in the 
w o o d s and dragging them to 
their village. 


BEES SUPPLIED honey that 
sometim es was added to the 
bread or gruel. 
And while the Miwoks were 
not a seafaring people, they 
built rafts or balsas by binding 
tules together. The balsas would 
be poled into the quieter waters 
of the bays where the Indians 
would spear salmon and sea ot­ 
ters, using harpoons made of 
bone or antlers. 
The village arrangem ent gave 
the Miwok both companionship 
and 
protection. 
Each 
family, 
however, had its own wickiup. 


TO BUILD IT, a circle about 
10 feet in diam eter was m arked 
on the ground. Then, in the cir­ 
cle, a pit two feet deep was dug. 
Saplings, usually willows, were 
brought in by the Indian man 
and trim m ed to m ake poles 10 
feet 
long. 
These 
poles 
were 
* sliick in the ground around the 
* 1 pnf %MI »tM IdpsttleM I M g itlirs I 
with thongs. Branches of trees 


were woven in and out of the 


poles. 


To m ake the wickiup more 
weather-resistant, m ats of tules 
were fastened to the outside. 
Rain slid off the m ats as if they 
were shingles. 
Dirt from the pit was pounded 
around the shelter. Two holes 
were left open, one as a ground 
level entrance, the other at the 
top so that smoke could exit. A 
m at was hung over the entrance 
to keep out wind and rain. 


IN MOST villages there was a 
larger wickiup where the tribe 
could gather to talk, sing and 
dance. 
The Miwoks might have been 
primitives — people who still 
started their fires by friction. 
But they also knew and prac­ 
ticed the good life — ample food 
and water, w arm fires, ade­ 
quate shelter, personal cleanli­ 
ness, etc. 
They had learned, too, the val­ 
ue of relaxation and companion­ 
ship. Long before white Am eri­ 
cans imported the sauna bath 
from Scandinavia, the Miwoks 
had their own version of it. 


EACH VILLAGE has its te 
m enscale (as the Spanish were 
to call it) or sweat-house. 
In his “ Seventy-Five Years in 
California,” William Heath Dav­ 
is told of viewing their sweat- 
house rituals as it had been 
going on generations b e f o r e 
him: 
“ I have often seen the Indians 
north of the Bay of San Francis­ 
co at their temenscales. A large 
cavity was m ade in the ground 
six or eight feet deep, somewhat 
like a cellar and tightly covered 
over with brush, with a little 
aperture for the smoke to pass 
out. In the cavity they m ade a 
very hot fire, and a num ber of 
them, men, women and chil­ 
dren, nearly bare of clothing, 
went in and subjected them ­ 
selves to the heating process . . . 


“ THEY REMAINED there for 
a half-hour to an hour, or entire­ 
ly heated through, so that the 
perspiration ran off them 
in 
stream s. In that condition, they 
rushed out, plunged into a pool 
in a creek nearby, cooled off 
and washed, after which they re­ 
turned to their habitations. 
“ I 
frequently 
watched 
this 
steam ing of the Indians 
and 
wondered that they were not in­ 
stantly killed by 
the 
sudden 
transition from hot to cold, but 
never knew one of them to be 
injured.” 
The Indian women and girls 
wore skirts made of tules or a 
strip of soft bark. Sometimes an 
especially fine skirt was made 
of deerskin, after the hair had 
been scraped away and the hide 
softened by continuous rubbing. 
The skirt was open at the sides 
so that it was easy for the wear­ 
er to climb hills or to squat 
upon the ground. 


IN WARM weather the skirt 
was all the Indian woman wore. 
But if it were cold, she would 
also don a cape of deerskin or of 
some other hide, perhaps that of 
rabbit or squirrel, pulled togeth­ 
er by thongs. 
The Indian men were nearly- 
n u d e, except fqr a deecskki

they added capes like those of 
their 
women. 
Generally their 
feet were bare, but when they 
were hunting or beginning a 
long journey, they would put on 
m occasins, sandals made of soft 
leather. 
Although bears 
roamed 
the 
M arin hills then, the Indians did 
not hunt them . There were eas­ 
ier sources of furs, hides and 
m eat that could be taken with­ 
out risk to lives. 


THE 
INDIAN 
babies 
were 
carried in baskets strapped to 
their m other’s back. They and 
older children wore no clothing 
in w arm weather. And in winter 
they stayed inside the wickiup. 
There were cradles of deerskin 
on a basket fram e. 
These people were sturdy, of 
medium height. The men were 
m uscular and lithe. The women, 
slender in youth, gained weight 
in later years when the younger 
women took over the heavier 
work. 
The I n d i a n s were dark- 
s k i n n e d , bushy-browed. with 
deep-set dark eyes and black 
hair. The cheek bones were high 
and prominent. 


THEY W ERE for the most 
part 
friendly people, although 
there was at least one village 
along Tom ales Bay whose occu­ 
pants 
were 
more 
aggressive, 
resisting bitterly other Indians 
who cam e to dig the clams. 
Kroeber has written of the 
people of this place and time: 
“ M arin and its environs are 
extraordinarily 
diversified 
in 
coast line, nature of shore, top­ 
ography, 
exposure, 
tem pera­ 
ture and vegetation, and much 
of the district m ust have been 
extraordinarily well suited foi 
native occupation. 


“ SETTLEMENTS 
clustered 
mostly about the estuaries or 
their vicinity . . One stretched 
along the sunny side of Tomales 
Bay. Bolings Bay prob«d>ly had 
i ft hfli1» 
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and the shores of Richardson 
Bay were inviting. Beyond, San 
Rafael and the adjacent shore 
were attractive. 
“ In the region of Ignacio and 
Novato, hills and bay sloughs 
are still in proximity and there 


are records of several settle­ 
ments as well as an abundance 
of shell deposits. 
“ On San Antonio Creek were 
Olcmpali and its outposts . . .It 
was evidently more convenient 
to live in the open, close to the 
supply of mussels, clams, fish 
and waterfowl, and occasionally 


visit the hills to hunt, than to 
live in the shade inland and 
travel to the shore. Mollusks 
were, perhaps, a more depend­ 
able. if less prized, diet than 
venison.” 


THIS THEN was the quite 
peaceful and relatively comfort­ 


able way of life that the first 
white men v i s i t i n g Marin’s 
shores discovered. 
Kroeber has quoted from “ the 
principal narrative that has sur­ 
vived (Sir Francis) Drake’s 1579 
landing in Marin while on his 
circumnavigation of the globe 
voyage” wrhich he describes as 


“ surprisingly detailed in its ac­ 
count of the inhabitants of Nova 
Albion . . 
The Drake party, says Kroe­ 
ber, found the substantial wick­ 
iups d e s c r i b e d earlier, the 
well-made baskets, the shells

W H I T E M E N am ong the 
early arrivals in M o r i n 
found the Coast Miwoks 
looking very much I l k « 
t h e s e artist's sketches of 
California Indians of 1764. 
At top, the men were nearly 
nude, except for a deerskin 
worn around their waists 
and tied with a strip of 
leather. And at right, the 
women, w ho wore o n l y 
tule, bark or deerskin skirts 
in w arm weather, added 
capes of deer or other ani­ 
mal hides for cooler tem­ 
peratures. 
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that were used as money and as 
ornaments (mistaken for bone 
by the English). 


FROM THESE visitors Kroe- 
ber borrowed this description of 
the Indian bows and arrows: 
“Their bows and a r r o w s 
which are their only weapons 
and almost all the wealth, they 
use skillfully, yet without much 
execution, they being fitter for 
children than for men (so the 
small bows would have seemed 
when compared with the power­ 
ful weapons of the English arch- . 
ers). 
“Yet they (the Indians) are 
usually so strong that one of 
them could easily carry that a 
mile t o g e t h e r without pain 
which two or three Englishmen 
could hardly bear. They run 
very swiftly and long, and sel­ 
dom go any other pace; if they 
see a fish so near shore as to 
reach the place without swim­ 
ming, they seldom miss it. 


“DIVING FOR fish in the 
ocean has not been reported for 
any Californians, but several 
tribes are said to have taken 
salmon by hand in pools of con­ 
siderable depth.” 
In analyzing the Drake report, 
Kroeber says: “Only the canoe 
in which one man put out to 
meet the ship and in which oth­ 
ers subsequently appear to have 
paddled, when the English boat 
‘could row no way out but they 
would follow them,’ presents a 
discrepancy. There is no au­ 
thentic record of true canoes on 
the whole coast from Cape Men­ 
docino to the vicinity of San 
Luis Obispo. 
“Either custom has changed 
since Drake’s day, or his ‘can­ 
oe’ was a loose term for the tule 
balsa which is often boatshaped, 
with raised sides, especially 
when intended for navigation. 


“THERE IS NO doubt that, 
like Cabrillo . . .Drake was re­ 
ceived with marked kindness. 
The simplest explanation is that 
the Indians regarded the whites 
as returned dead. Such a belief 
would account for their repeat­ 
ed wailing and self-laceration, 
as well as the burned sacrifice 
of feathers.” 
Continued Kroeber in his in­ 
terpretation of the Drake jour­ 
nal: 
“Evidence on the final test — 
speech — is too scant to be con­ 
clusive, but it is at least favor­ 
able to the opinion that Drake’s 
friends must have been Coast 
Mi wo k s . The herb, ‘tobah,’ 
which was presented in little 
baskets, is, of course, tobacco. 
And the root called ‘patah’ from 
which they made bread or ate it 
either baked or raw, refers to 
the Broadieaea and other lily 
bulbs consumed in quantities by 
all Californians. The word, how­ 
ever, stands for potato.” 


THE NEXT significant report 
of the Marin Indians came as 


the result of the 1595 visit to 
California’s shores by the Port­ 
uguese, 
Sebastian 
Rodriguez 
Cermeno. 
Cermeno had been given per­ 
mission by Luis de Velasco, vice­ 
roy of N ew Spain (Mexico), 
to pilot a ship to the Philippines 
on a voyage of discovery, parti­ 
cularly to pinpoint ports where 
ships on future voyages might 
land to rest their crews and re­ 
plenish food supplies. Cermeno 
was also authorized to carry 
freight in order to earn money 
trom the venture. 
He sailed from Acapulco on 
the San Pedro and reached the 
Philippines safely. There, he 
transferred to the San Agustin, 
and with a crew of 70 men and 
130 tons of cargo on board left 
Cavite July 5, 1595, on the re­ 
turn trip. 


OFF THE California coast, 
the San Agustin was hard hit by 
a storm that ripped off part of 
her deck. 
Despite the objections of his 
crew, Cermeno brought the ship 
into Drake’s Bay on Nov 6 
1595. 
Robert Fleming Hedzer, writ­ 
ing for the California Historical 
Society Quarterly of December, 
1941, quoted from Cermeno’s 
log: 
‘ Many Indians appeared on 
the beach and one of them came 
out to the ship in a tule balsa 
which he propelled with a pad­ 
dle at each end. He remained 
beside the ship for some time 
talking in his language. Some 
cotton cloth, silk and a red cap 
were given to him. 


“EARLY THE next morning 
four men, each rowing a tule 
balsa, came out to the ship and 
remained along side talking. 
They were given gifts of cloth 
after which they went ashore.” 
Cermeno then went ashore 
with 22 of his men in a ship’s 
boat, landing on the beach near 
some Indian habitations. 
He r e p o r t e d: “The people 
were well built, robust and in­ 
clined to fatness. Hie men were 
entirely naked, but the women 
wore grass or skin skirts. The 
hair was worn long, and body 
painting on the breast and arms 
was observed.” 
Cermeno took formal posses­ 
sion of the land in the name of 
the King of Spain. Then he and 
his men, in military formation, 
marched to the Indian village 
“about a harquebus-shot” from 
the shore. 


THE INDIANS, about 50 in 
number and all adults, proved 
peaceful and gave their visitors 
some small seeds. Such seeds, 
crabs, wild birds and elk were 
found to be the dietary staples 
of the Indians. 
The Cermeno party then pro­ 
ceeded inland for less than two 
miles where they met a band of 
Indian men, who upon seeing the 
newcomers, formed a circle and 
“uttered loud howls.” A leader, 
carrying a tall banner of black 
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feathers, approached the explor­ 
ing party. F r i e n d l y Indians 
from the coastal village who 
had accompanied the white men 
talked to the new arrivals — 
“whereupon the latter laid down 
their bows and approached in a 
humble manner as if terror­ 
ized.” 
The native leader presented 
Cermeno with the black feather 
banner while other I n d i a n s 
handed over their bows to the 
Spaniards. 


THE R E P O R T speaks of 
black and red paint on the faces 
of the Indians. 
And Caroline O’Hara in her 
manuscript, “Indians of Marin 
County,” giving as her sources 
Hubert Howe Bancroft’s “Native 
Races of the Pacific Coast” and 
Bulletin 30, Bureau of American 
Ethnology, Washington, D. C., 
tells how the Indians, “small 
and so dark as to be almost 
black," were fond of painting 
their faces “in triangles and 
lines of vermillion.” 


The dyes, she said, were ob­ 
tained by bartering with friend­ 
ly tribes that lived near the 
New Almaden cinnabar mine. 


CERMENO PUT into use a 
launch from the San Agustin 
that had been obtained in the 
Philippines, and several expedi­ 
tions were made inland jto ob­ 
tain acorns and hazelnuts. They 
visited several additional Indi­ 
an villages. 


Disaster struck the Europeans 
when a heavy gale drove the 
San Agustin aground, wrecking 
the ship. Several men were lost. 
And there was the first trouble 
with the Indian villagers when 
some of the natives attempted 
to carry off wood from the dam­ 
aged ship. 
Dr. Heizer and others from 
the University of California dis­ 
covered 
porcelain 
fragments 
while excavating on the Point 
Reyes Peninsula in 1940 that 
were believed to have been part 
of the San Agustin’s cargo An­ 


other expedition in 1941 discov­ 
ered additional fragments. 


CERMENO AND his crew suf­ 
fered hunger and danger before, 
on Dec. 8, they pushed off from 
the Marin shore in the small 
Philippine launch. Seven weeks 
later, they reached port in Mex­ 
ico. 
Early white visitors were in­ 
terested in the leisurely life en­ 
joyed by the Coast Miwoks. 
There were great feasts with 
th e people enjoying dancing, 
singing and instrumental music. 
That music was discordant to 
the ears of the visitors, but it 
had a definite rhythm. 


THERE WERE whistles made 
from hollow bones and flutes 
from hollow reeds. And rattles 
of dry, round sticks, split down 
the middle. 
And d a n c i n g and music 
seemed a part of every occasion 
— at weddings, at funerals, to 
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THE M IW O K INDIANS w ere living in these 
bee-hive" shape huts when the first white 
men reached M arin County. Constructed of 


poles and tules or bulrushes, the dwellings 
were built around a firepit with a hole at the 
top to allow the smoke to escape. 


B ^ k k u w iin u IDEAS from the white build 
ers, but continuing to use the native materi 
als easily available to them, the Indians be 


gan to construct more substantial homes that 
looked like the structure shown in this faded 
picture. 
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Once Proud Indians Could Not Cope 
With The New Civilization In Marin 


Whites 
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celebrate good hunting and fish­ 
ing, to mark a plentiful acorn 
harvest, etc. 
There were contests of skill, 
too, to provide the Indians with 
amusement — running, hunting, 
swimming. 


THE CHILDREN learned to 
swim almost as soon as they 
could walk. And they climbed 
trees to swing high in the air 
from branches. 
The men played stick games 
in which they dropped handsful 
of sticks on a hide spread upon 
the ground and around which 
they squatted. And there is 
some evidence that the Indians 
gambled with shells as they 
played these games. 
Each village had its shaman 
or medicine man, responsible 
for keeping away the evil spirits 
with his songs and dances. 
Sometimes he concocted medi­ 
cinal brews, for the Indians 
knew the special properties of 
many of the herbs of the area. 


WHEN A villager died, all 
Indians mourned, with the men 
silent, the women wailing. The 
body might be cremated or bur­ 
ied. If buried, the dead person’s 
most treasured possessions — 
polished abalone shells, arrow 
heads, etc. — went into the 
earth with him. 
Written records dealing with 
Marin Indians from 1595 to 1776 
are lacking. 
Honoria Twomey in her “His­ 
tory of Sonoma County” gives 
the date July, 1776, for the time 
when two young Spaniards sent 
by Juan de Ayala, commander 
of the San Carlos, visited an 
Indian village in Marin. 


SUBSEQUENTLY, De Ayala 
sent out other expeditions, and 
his shipmaster, Capt. Fernando 
Quiros, sailed the ship’s boat up 
the Petaluma River. 
Two other Spaniards were 
sent from Lime Point into Ma­ 
rin and historians recorded their 
observances as they rode along 
the bay shore until they came to 
“a 
gurgling 
brook splashing 
along the well-wooded hillsides 
where they refreshed their jad­ 
ed steeds and were themselves 
regaled after the weary ride in 
the summer sun.” 
They noted that their sur­ 
roundings showed evidence of 
long use as a camp by an Indian 
tribe. And when they encoun­ 
tered those Indians, they were 
received with hospitality that 
they returned by teaching the 
natives the skills of adobe brick 
making and house building. 


THESE WERE the Olumpalis, 
later changed to the Olompalis. 
And under the supervision of the 
visiting Spaniards, the Indians 
built for their chief an adobe 
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house, really a simple structure 
of but one room, 16 by 24 feet 
But it must have seemed a mar­ 
vel to the Indians, accustomed 
only to their crude wickiups. 
How long the Spaniards re­ 
mained at O l o m p a l i is not 
known, but it was probably a 
visit of short duration. 


H o w e v e r , a second adobe 
d w e l l i n g , this one a larger 
structure, 24 by 56 feet, was 
also built at right angles to the 
first. And it became the home of 
the tribe’s chief. 


WITH ONLY periodic visits 
from white men, the Indians of 
Marin continued to live very 
much as they had lived for cen­ 
turies. Then, with the dedication 
of the Mission San Rafael Ar­ 
ea ngel in 1817 as part of the 
Franciscan mission chain In 
California, a great change was 
wrought in the lives of the na­ 
tives. 


Some resisted the attempts to 
Christianize them, regarding the 
missionaries as invaders and re­ 
maining aloof from the mission 
activities. But others listened to 
the new teachers, gaining not 
only a new religion but also the 
rudiments of an education. 
One such was Camilo Ynitia, 
who succeeded his father as 
chief of the Olompalis and who 
was respected and praised by 
white men as well as his fellow 
Indians. 


YNITIA WAS granted two 
square leagues, the Olompali 
Rancho, on Oct. 22, 1843, by 
Manuel Micheltorena, the Mexi­ 
can governor after Mexico had 
gained its independence and as­ 
sumed the 
administration of 
California. 
The late Steve Richardson, 
son of Marin pioneer Capt. Wil- 
1 i a m Richardson, 
described 
Camilo Ynitia as “a man of 
marked ability, clean-cut, capa­ 
ble, all-around. To the best of 
my knowledge, he was the only 
full-blooded Indian to whom the 
Mexican government ever made 
a large grant of land.” 
William Heath Davis wrote of 
the Olompali chief: 


“I KNEW (HIM) as a fine, in­ 
telligent man. He often came to 
San F r a n c i s c o to purchase 
goods from N a t h a n Spear, 
whose agent I was then. He 
owned 600 cattle, n u m e r o u s 
horses and sheep, and was a 
quite noted breeder. He was 
punctual in meeting his obliga­ 
tions, and because of this and 
his affability and intelligence, 
he was highly esteemed by all 
of us. 
“He could read and write and 
keep accounts, having been edu­ 
cated by the missionaries at 
Mission San Rafael Arcangel. 
He was. likewise, a wheat-raiser 
and sold his crops to the Rus­ 
sians (who had established a 
settlement at Fort Ross). 
‘‘At the death of Solano (who 
had been General Vallejo’s con­ 
tact with the tribes), Camilo di­ 
rected the burial with all tribal 
honors. General Vallejo always 
treated Camilo and Solano with 
high consideration because it 


was through these men he con­ 
trolled and conquered tribes of 
Indians without shedding blood. 
It was also with their assistance 
that he had command of all the 
laborers he needed for his vast 
improvements in Sonoma and 
Petaluma.” 


RECORDS AT Mission San 
Rafael Arcangel up to 1822 show 
829 Indians baptized, 244 mar­ 
ried, 183 dead and 830 surviving. 
The death rate is not so high 
as might first appear, since the 
mission was established to pro­ 
vide care for neophytes from 
Mission Dolores who were al­ 
ready a i l i n g and sometimes 
dying. 
Juan Garcia, son of Rafael 
Garcia, grantee of a large Mar­ 
in rancho, told how his father, 
them a corporal, was sent by 
Luis Antonio Arguello, comman­ 
dant of the Presidio at San 
Francisco, to Marin on a good­ 
will mission. 


“HE WAS SENT to San Ra­ 
fael on a sort of raft that drifted 
up the bay with the tide and 
was able to effect a landing at 
what is known as McNear’s 
Point today. When he went 
ashore he was g r e e t e d by 
friendly Indians, who to the 
n u m b e r of about 500 were 
c a m p e d where the B. B. 
McNear home (Glenwood) is to^ 
day.” 
Garcia said several tribes of 
Indians were then headquart­ 
ered in Marin, with some of 
them living in the willows at the 
foot of San Rafael’s B street. 
“The tidewater in the days of 
the mission and for many years 
thereafter came up to E Street, 
and all the land east of B Street 
was a beautiful clam bed at low 
tide, where the Indians secured 
their supply of clams and mus­ 
sels. The east end of the town, 
from B Street to the bay, was 
covered at high tide, and at the 
foot of B Street the Indians had 
their rancheria. 


“DURING THE winter these 
Indians were garbed in elk 
skins. In fact, all the wigwams 


and all the interior furnishing of 
same were made from skins of 
elk . . . 


“I remember as a boy when 
the missionaries would use the 
water from San Rafael Hill to 
irrigate the orchard. This water 
was run down through a ditch. 
It was a novel i r r i g a t i o n 
scheme, and worked beautifully. 
The missionaries w e r e very 
skillful at different trades and 
never shirked work themselves. 


“Sundays and holy days of ob­ 
ligation were great days at the 
mission. The Indians and their 
families would come from miles 
around and attend mass in the 
mission church. They would 
bring venison, clams and hides 
to the missionaries, and in re­ 
turn would take away provisions 
obtainable at the mission store­ 
house. 


“THE NICASIO Tribe, who 
were once powerful and num­ 
bered by the thousands, were 
inclined to be war-like, and 
whenever they arrived in San 
Rafael the missionaries had all 
they could do to prevent quar­ 
reling . . . 
“For weeks before Easter 
Sunday, the missionaries were 
occupied in instructing the Indi­ 
an children for the sacrament of 
confirmation . . . Two days be­ 
fore Easter, the Indians began 
arriving in San Rafael until, on 
the great day, several thousand 
were camped here and in the 
valley, the squaws dressed in 
every color of the rainbow, and 
the man in pants of elk skins 
and wearing warpaint. 
“In the lower end of town, ev­ 
ery tree and shrub was used as 
a hitching post for the Indian 
ponies. The carcasses of two 
score elk were roasted and 
served to the Indians . . . ” 


GARCIA TOLD, too, how Fr. 
Juan Amoroso secured a num­ 
ber of musical string instru­ 
ments from Spain and formed a 
seven - member 
orchestra 
of 
young Indians. 
Hie older Garcia told his son, 
too, of the scenes in the even-

ings among the wigwam clus­ 
ters. 
“Here and there among the 
wigwams one would encounter 
the mothers with suckling babes 
at their breasts, while they 
worked with pestles crushing 
grain in the mortars. Here and 
there one would discern a squaw 
loaded down with a burden of 
wood. Or a young buck return­ 
ing with elk, deer, rabbits and 
other prey from the forest Or 
fishermen coming back with the 
produce of the rivers, bay and 
ocean. 


“THE YOUNG squaws, the 
belles of the day, painted with 
all the colors of the rainbow and 
decked in gorgeous calicos and 
burdened with shell and bead 
ornaments, occupied places of 
advantage beneath the spread­ 
ing oaks for which the valley 
was famous in early days. 
“Bucks, young and old, squat­ 
ted here and there, smoking 
their long pipes and awaiting 
the evening dinner call” 
But such happy scenes ended 
with the Mexican government’s 
decree secularizing the mis­ 
sions. The friars left Mission 
San Rafael Arcángel And the 
Indians dispersed. 


DON TIMOTEO Murphy, as 
agent for the Marin Indians, 
succeeded in obtaining for them 
the grant of 20 square leagues 
in the Nicasio Valley. But after 
his death, the claim was voided 
by the land commission. 
The Indians had also been 
promised a third of the horses 
at the mission plus other live­ 
stock. Bujt there is no record 
that this promise was kept. 
The Indians who had lived at 
the Mission San Rafael Arcan­ 
gel had learned to speak Span­ 
ish, the language of the Francis­ 
cans, and such useful trades as 
boat-building, 
blacksmithing, 
metal work and carpentry, as 
well as farming and stockrais- 
ing. But few could find work in 
such fields. 


INSTEAD, THE owners of the 
large ranchos now found them­ 
selves with a vast source of la­ 
bor, for which they had to pay 
only a pittance.

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You can go back more than 
4,000 years by traveling to the 
top of the White Mountains bor­ 
dering the Owens Valley on the 
eastern side of the Sierra Neva­ 
da. 


Here the bristlecone pine lives 
In a remote, forbidding land 
that rises almost 12.0(0 feet, 
s e e m i n g l y a dead mass .of 
wind-scoured trunks and twisted 
limbs. 


FOR ALL OF their va 0 age 
these bleakly tan, gray, reddish 
and white trees are si in ted 
giants which were growing l 000 
years before the oldest giant 
redwood broke from the soil. 


As you travel up Westgard 
Pass, east of Big Pine, look 
west for a view of the Palisades 
with their sharp peaks towering 
above their glaciers. 
Tilted layers of bedrock are 
exposed by the streams that 
flow down from White Mountain 
as the road winds through im­ 
pressive narrow canyans. This 
rock is several milli.n years 
older than the granite of the 
Sierra Nevada. 


FROM THE turnoff a? Wcst- 
gard Pass the pinyon juniper fo-

rest is soon replaced by timber- 
line trees, limber pine and brist­ 
lecone mixed. As you travel 
higher, only the bristlecone sur­ 
vives. 


All the immensity of the Sier­ 
ra Nevada can be admired as 
the road climbs higher. Superla­ 
tive views of this massive block 
of granite stretch north and 
south and you can see 12 of the 
14 highest peaks in California. 
At 10,000 feet is the Schulman 
Grove area named after the de­ 
terminer of the trees’ great age, 
Dr. Edmund Schulman. Here 
atop the White Mountains he 
discovered the oldest tree of all, 
4,600-year-old Methuselah. 


TWO TRAILS lead to the old­ 
est trees with a half-mile hike 
over easy trail to Pine Alpha, 
the first 4,006-y e a r-o 1 d tree 
which Schulman dated. It’s a 
two-mile hike along Methuselah 
Walk and the other many an­ 
cients. 
The land of the bristlecone 
has no streams and almost no 
underbrush, and most of the 
trees in the forest are less than 
30 feet tall, although some may 
be as much as 50 feet high. 
If you look down you will find 
you are stepping on small plants 
whose colors blend in well with 
the rock. Most are in bloom dur­ 
ing July and August with their 
blooms of lavenders, silvers,

pale yellows, gray greens, tan, 
pinks, rusts and dull reds. 


ALWAYS GROWING slowly, 
the bristlecone in dry years just 
endure their harsh gravelly soil, 
adding only a microscopic ring, 
perhaps only adding an inch of 
growth in 100 years. 


Further up the mountain, be­ 
yond Schulman Grove, is the 
Patriach, with a circumference 
of 36 feet eight inches and only 
1,500 years old. Unusual in this 
area are the “pickaback” trees 
that grow not up but sideways, 
adding circumference but not 
height.

Good to excellent fishing can 
be found within a few minutes’ 
drive of even the largest city. In 
1968, a 19-pound, two-ounce rain­ 
bow trout was taken just three 
miles from Whitehorse, the cap­ 
ital city. Arctic grayling are 
taken regularly inside the city’s 
boundaries. 


OR P E R H A P S you really 
want to get away from it all. 
Then charter a float plane to 
take you into one of dozens of 
remote lakes where it’s possible 
to catch your limit on a few 
casts. 
Several areas have licensed 
fishing guides who will take you 
out after the lunkers. Some of 
them go as far as to guarantee 
you fish or you don’t pay the 
fee, they’re so sure of a catch.

DON'T CALL 
IT THE 
'SIERRAS' 


“I’m off to the High Sier­ 
ras.” 
This incorrect reference to 
the Shining Range, the Snowy 
Mountain, the Range of Light, 
is one that is uttered by peo­ 
ple who think primarily of its 
many m a j e s t i c peaks and 
spires a n d p i n n a c l e s a n d 
domes. 
The Sierra Nevada, accord­ 
ing to the National Automo­ 
bile Club, is a single mountain 
with all its components joined 
at the foot, a huge block of 
stone with a total area greater 
than that of Rhode Island. 
M e a s u r i n g 4 0 0 miles in 
length and 40 to 60 miles in 
width, the scenic mountain 
has eight n a t i o n a l forests, 
three national parks, one na­ 
tional m o n u m e n t and five 
wilderness areas within its 
reaches. 
Of the awe-inspiring peaks, 
500 tower more than 12,000 
feet in the air. Among the 12 
that display glaciered sum­ 
mits over 14,000 feet is Mount 
Whitney, the second highest 
point in the United States. 


on sports fishing and there are 
no catch limits on white fish, 
burbot (ling cod), inconnu (shee 
fish) or cisco (fresh water her­ 
ring). 


Most popular species, and the 
most abundant, are the lake 
trout, Arctic grayling and north­ 
ern pike. 


YUKON FISH are particular­ 
ly fine eating because of their 
glacier-fed, blue-water environ­ 
ment. They come in all sizes 
and a collossal lake trout, taken 
upstream from the Carcross 
Bridge, weighed 87 pounds and 
was five feet, two inches long. 
In the lakes which are more 
easily accessible, lake trout of 
five to 10 pounds are common 
and l a r g e r ones, up to 30 
pounds, are frequently taken. 
The larger ones are usually 
caught by anglers fishing from 
a boat. Twenty to 30-pound lak­ 
ers are common in the more re­ 
mote lakes. 
Lake trout seem to prefer 
large bait. It’s not unusual to 
take two pounders on a six to 10 
inch spoon. Fresh bait includes 
frozen smelt, or herring, from a 
supermarket, or strips of fresh 
fish. 


NEARLY 
ALL 
s t r e a m s 
crossed by the Alaska Highway 
and other main roads in the Yu­ 
kon will yield catches of Arctic 
grayling, even to inexperienced 
fishermen. 
Many of these streams also 
support one or more species of 
trout and visitors often stop at 
such streams for an on-the-spot 
fresh fish barbecue. 
Grayling, kokanee and mem­ 
bers of the trout family are tak­ 
en on flies, small spinners or 
spoons. This also applies to whi- 
telish, which are becoming in­ 
creasingly popular with fly and 
light tackle fishermen. 


THE GENEROUS limit of 20 


northern pike is easily filled 
waters frequented by these fish. 
The angler’s bag often has more 
than one pike approaching four 
feet in length. 
On top of all this, anglers fish­ 
ing in the Yukon are given a 
bonus in unsurpassed mountain 
scenery, clean waters and clear, 
invigorating atmosphere, which 
i n c r e a s e s the appetite and 
makes those freshly-caught fish 
taste even better.

Where Bat 
Is Respected 


Bats, often d i s d a i n e d and 
even feared, are a popular tour­ 
ist attraction at Carlsbad Cav­ 
erns National Park in New Mex­ 
ico. 
In immense numbers, the bats 
emerge from the cave each 
summer e v e n i n g , spiral up­ 
wards and then stream south­ 
ward to separate into flocks for 
night foraging. 
The return to the cave is 
made at dawn when they dive 
into the entrance and fly direct­ 
ly to what is known as the Bat 
Cave to spend the day, roosting 
by hanging downwards from the 
walls or ceilings in dense clus­ 
ters. 
During the winter most of the 
bats leave the caverns and mi­ 
grate to warmer regions. 
Guides tell visitors that al­ 
though bats have long been ma­ 
ligned in folklore and supersti­ 
tion, “the ones here are not only 
harmless, but beneficial. They 
destroy harmful insects 
and 
produce guano, a valuable ferti­ 
lizer.”

entry or surveillance up to 14 
days, or both, or even detention 
for up to two weeks. 


THE 16-PAGE health record 
can be obtained at U.S. Passport 
agency offices or from your 
travel agent and airlines and 
steamship companies. I keep 
mine stapled to my passport as 
a precaution against loss and to 
help speed clearance through 
control points. 
Your travel agent or carrier 
should be able to advise you if 
other immunizations may be 
necessary.

Immunization against yellow 
fever, good for 10 years, can be 
only obtained at specified U.S.

Anti­ 
cholera shots, valid 
for six 
months, and other required and 
recommended vaccinations may­ 
be administered by your own 
doctor. 
For all international travel, 
the 
Public 
Health 
Service 
recommends protection against 
tetanus, diphtheria and polio­ 
myelitis. 


THE RECOMMENDATION for 
anti-typhoid shots was dropped

The Anatomy Of A M ad Mass Murderer

Colin Wilson, once the “whiz 
kid” of British literature, has 
been long been fascinated by vi­ 
olent crime — particularly the 
murderer who kills, not once, 
but several or many times. 
Earlier this year he had pub- 
1 i s h e d a study of murder 
through the centuries in which 
his thesis, supported not entire­ 
ly convincingly, was that there 
have been trends or styles in 
homicide that are distinctive of 
their p e r i o d s and thus are 
among the most r e v e a l i n g 
s o u r c e s of understanding of 
man’s past and present. 
Now, in this novel, Wilson has 
relied heavily upon past re­ 


search for that and earlier 
books to create a fictional multi- 
ple-killer. 
His protagonist, Arthur James 
Lingard, is patterned principal­ 
ly after the infamous Düsseldorf 
mass murderer Peter Kurten. 
But Wilson also uses the case 
histories of o t h e r celebrated 
s l a y e r s in constructing Lin- 
gard’s c h a r a c t e r and back­ 
ground. 
His narrator is Dr. Kahn, psy­ 
chiatrist for the prison where 
Lingard is incarcerated. The 
book deals with Kahn’s almost 
obsessive investigation into the 
factors and motives that have 
made Lingard a rapist and kill­ 
er. 


The story that Kahn uncovers 
is sordid — of an orphaned boy 
who has transferred his Oedipus 


attachment unhealthily to his 
older sister. Who began mixing 
his undisciplined sexual appetite 
with fantasies in which he built 
up a wholly unrealistic, all- 
powerful picture of himself that 
lie could never fulfill. The re­ 
cord discloses an arrogant, yet 
uncertain boy, youth and young 
man who has declared himself 
beyond the normal restraints of 
society. 
To Wilson, his Lingard is an 
example falling somewhere be­ 
tween two classic patterns of vi­ 
olent criminals: 
“The right man” type as out­ 
lined in A.E. Van Vogt’s “The 
Violent Man” — the person who 
paranoically refuses to admit 
the possibility that he is or was 
ever wrong. It is a category in 
which b e l o n g many of the 
world’s despots and dictators. 


Wilson’s own “outsider” class­ 
ification — a person more ima­ 
ginative and talented than those 
around him, possessor erf more 
will and drive than they do. But 
whose special qualities are mis­ 
directed. 
L i n g a r u , however, seems 
m u c h closer to Van Vogt’s 
“right man” than to Wilson’s 
“outsider.” His special abilities 
exist only in relation to the 
generally drab people around 
him and the dreariness of his 
environment (an exception is his 
earthy sister Pauline, a f a r 
stronger and more interesting 
character than Lingard). His 
will and drive sputter and falter, 
even in their misdirection. 
Wilson describes 
“Lingard” 
as “an attempt to point out that 
‘right men,’ are not necessarily 
and completely wrong.” 


The effect upon this reader 
was the o p p o s i t e . Lingard 
seemed to us an example of just 
how very wrong and just how 
dangerous t h e s e egomaniacs 
can be. And we do have many 
among us who cannot conceive 
or concede of their ever being 
mistaken. All are not violent 
criminals. But all are potential 
menaces. 
Wilson has written with his 
usual fine feeling for rhetoric an 
unpleasant book saturated with 
sex and heavy with the confu­ 
sions and heartaches of today’s 
troubled society. It is not a book 
that makes with any clarity the 
kind of point he says he is at­ 
tempting. It describes one as­ 
pect of man’s malaise, but the 
treatments suggested seem to 
deal with symptoms, not the di­ 
sease.

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Two Sages Diagnose The Sick Society

Two learned men, one an ed­ 
ucator and social scientist, the 
other a researcher and physical 
scientist, have authored books 
in which they diagnose the con­ 
dition of American culture as 
critical. 
While they share the belie! 
that our society is gravely ill, 
they are not in total accord as 
to the germs that have caused 
our sickness, nor as to the anti­ 
dote that should be prescribed 
for recovery. 
Philip Slater, Brandeis Univ­ 
ersity’s sociology department 
chairman, in his “The Pursuit 
of Loneliness,” b l a m e s our 
problems upon our obsession 
with technology. 
“I am arguing,” he writes, 
“for a reversal of our old pat­ 
tern of technological radicalism 
and social conservatism. We 
pretend that . .we actually 
achieve social stability — that 
technological change can be 
confined within its own sphere. 
Yet this is not so. Technological 
instability creates social insta­ 
bility as well, and we lose both 
ways.” 
Dr. Albert Szent-Gyorgyl, re­ 
search scientist at the Marine 
Biological Laboratory, Woods 
Hole, Mass., and Nobel Prize 
winner for his discovery of Vi­ 
tamin C, sees the problem dif- 
f e r e n t l y in his “The Crazy 
Ape.” 
“It is evident to me,M he 
writes, “that a world created by 
science can be run safely only 
by the spirit and methods of the 
science which created it. It is 
impossible to create a new 
world by means of science and 
then run it on the basis of out- 
d a t e d , sentimental principles 
like fear, lust for power and 
domination.” 
For Dr. Szent-Gyorgyi, “the 
spirit of science is that of good­ 
will, mutual respect and human 
solidarity.” To him science has 
been the victim, not the culprit 


ALBERT Szent-Gyorgyi was 
bom in Hungary In 1893 
and educated In Budapest 
and at Cambridge. In 1937 
he won the Nobel Prize for 
his studies on metabolism 
and for his discovery of as­ 
corbic ad d ( V i t a m i n C). 
D u ri n g World W ar II he 
was a fugitive, hunted by 
the N a z i s . And after the 
war he fled E u r o p e and 
Stalinism to come to this 
country where he has since 
carried on research at the 
Marine Biological Labora­ 
tory at Woods Hole, Mass. 
In his book, “The C r a z y 
Ape," he expresses his des­ 
pair at the way society has 
used his work and that of 
h i s colleagues in science, 
and challenges y o u t h to 
build a better society mak­ 
ing a richer, beneficial use 
of technology.

It has not been the scientist who 
has misused die products of his 
creativity, but rather his ex­ 
ploiters. 
But Slater sees technology it­ 
self as an enemy running wild, 
although he emphasizes that he 
is not advocating “any brand of 
bucolic romanticism.” 
“I only want to remove them 
(the machines) from their posi­ 
tion of mastery,” he says, “to 
restore human beings to a posi­ 
tion of equality and initiative.” 
To regain his dignity, Slater 
warns, man must renounce his 
allegiance to the outworn con­ 
cept of individualism, and adopt 
the communal and collective ap­ 
proaches suited to today’s high­ 
ly complicated civilization. 
Slater is in agreement with 
psychiatrist Dr. Alexander Low- 
en who in his “Pleasure” (June

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6 Marin Magazine) outlined his 
thesis that mankind has chosen 
the wrong objectives — money 
and power — when it should be 
striving for pleasure. 
“In our society pleasure is al­ 
lowable only as a means to an 
end which is itself a mere 
means,” Slater claims. “It must 
in some way or another yield 
energy for the economy. Pleas­ 
ure is made scarce, for exam­ 
ple, by making it illegal.. . ” 
A direct confrontation be­ 
tween Philip Slater and Dr. 
Szent Gyorgyi to debate th e 
proposition — has man pervert­ 
ed science, or has science en­ 
slaved man? — would be a me­ 
morable encounter. P e r h a p s 
there is some truth to both their 
charges, and man now finds 
himself subjugated by a Frank­ 
enstein of his own creation. 
But in this indirect collision of 
ideas through their books, at 
least, Slater seems to have a bit 
the better of the argument. 
“We say,” be writes, “this or 
that invention is valuable be­ 
cause it generates other inven­ 
tions — because it is a means to 
some other means — not be­ 
cause it achieves an ultimate 
human end. We play down the 
'side effects’ that so often be­ 
come the main effects and com­ 
pletely negate any alleged bene­ 
fits. 
“The advantages of all tech­ 
nological ‘progress’ will, after 
all, be totally outweighed the 
moment nuclear war breaks 
out. . .” 
Despite some basic differ­ 
ences in their ideas, the shared 
concern of Philip Slater and Al­ 
bert Szent-Gyorgyi brings them 
closer together in their thinking 
than they are separate. 
The latter is as distrustful as 
the former of the old culture, 
and incensed by what he sees as 
a double moral standard for the 
individual and for the communi­ 
ty or government. 
“We go to the polls to elect 


hawks and vote endless billions 
for war and the formidable 
machines of killing and destruc­ 
tion, and then go to church and 
ask for God's blessing,” Szent- 
Gyorgyi writes. 
“Who will defend us against 
defense departments?” he cries. 
His answer to his own ques­ 
tion is that youth must under­ 
take that task. He urges the 
young people of afi countries to 
“get together and hammer out 
the constitution of the world 
they want to build.” But he 
adds that not only must they 
plan for the future, but they 
must take immediate action by 
“hunting out of their govern­ 
ments the merchants of deajth 
and destruction.” 
The last is a suggestion that 
can only cause disquiet in an al­ 
ready nervous Establishment. 
In two small books these two 
sages have given us much food 
for thought. In the finer analys­ 
is, their differences are not irre­ 
concilable. T h e i r agreement 
that there is cause for alarm 
and that there must be change 
— drastic change — is the cen­ 
tral, urgent message of both 
books. 


“U N D E R THE Moon of 
Mars” (Holt, Rinehart and Win­ 
ston, $7.95) is a history and an­ 
thology, with Sam Moskowitz as 
author and editor, of the curious 
fiction genre known as the 


“scientific romance” that began 
with the publication of Edgar 
Rice Burrough’s adventure sto­ 
ry of the book title m 1912. Hie 
selections are taken from the 
Munsey pulp magazines, and 
Moskowitz’ history is as much a 
story of those publications as it 
is a story of the scientific ro­ 
mance tale. 
Scence fiction fans, and parti­ 
cularly the older ones with lin­ 
gering memories of the pulps, 
will regard this newest book 
with the same enthusiasm they 
have displayed for earlier Mos- 
kowitz-edited collections. 


THE NOVEL “All About Hat- 
terr” by G. V. Desani that 
achieved an “underground” pop­ 
ularity after its publication in 
19-18 has been reprinted by Far­ 
rar, Straus and Giroux in a 
$5.95 edition and is now billed as 
“ a modern classic.” Said T. S. 
Eliot of it: “In all my experi­ 
ence, I have never met with 
anything quite like it.” You’ll 
probably say the same. Certain­ 
ly the language — “ a sort of 
creative chaos,” wrote Anthony 
Burgess — is unique. And lan­ 
guage is the essence of the 
book. 


DOVER Publications has is­ 
sued a $3.75 reprint in its dis­ 
tinctive high quality paperback 
format of Janet Waring’s “Ear­ 
ly American Stencils on Walls 
and Furniture.” The work, ac­ 
cepted as the most authoritative 
book available on its subject, a 
now nearly vanished art, first 
appeared in 1937, and is repub- 
1 i s h e d unabridged, with 166 
plates of illustrations, showing 
views of stencils, close-ups of 
detail and tools. 


THE ESSAYS that make up 
his “Dr. O u t l a n d i s h : Drug 
Scene and Sundry Subjects” are 
described by their author, Dr. 
Charles II. Sprague, as “an an­ 
tidote to hysteria.” 
Sprague, project director for 
a clinic, is one of those physi­ 
cians who have stepped outside 
the medical Establishment to 
work with alienated youth and 
to write for the underground 
press. Dr. Outlandish is the 
name he has signed to those ar­ 
ticles. And his chapter titles in­ 
clude the likes of “On 'Doing 
Up’ in General and ‘Speed’ in 
Particular” and “In Pursuit of 
the Powder-Blue Double-Barrel 
P e p p e r m i n t 
Metal-Flake 
Wedge.” 
The theme is not pro-drug. 
But society’s present methods of 
dealing with the problem are of­ 
ten questioned. And Sprague at­ 
tempts to use the verniacular of 
today’s young to reach and im­ 
press upon them the danger of 
undisciplined experimentation.

Somewhat belatedly, publish­ 
ers have realized that young 
readers in the sub-teens and 
early-teens are capable of ab­ 
sorbing books of serious subject 
matter, intent and tone. For 
instance: 


“lJeyond Diplomacy” 
(par­ 
ents Magazine Press, $4.50) by 
writer and p o l i t i c a l science 
teacher Richard J. Walton deals 
with a topic that youngsters 12 
and older formerly would have 
encountered only in a textbook 
or not at all. 
Without pulling punches, Wal­ 
ton reviews a record neglected 
by many popular histories of 
U.S. military interventions in 
foreign countries —■ in Mexico, 


in Cuba, in the Philippines, in 
China, in the Caribbean, in Le­ 
banon. The book stops short of 
the most controversial of all our 
military ventures, Vietnam. But 
young readers will be able to 
regard it with a better under­ 
standing of how we came to be 
involved after reading “Beyond 
Diplomacy.”

about the important and often 
overlooked role of play in a 
child’s development in the late 
1950s. It was subsequently up­ 
dated and revised, and this is 
the softcover version of that 
more recent edition. 
The book has been much 
used and much praised as a 
guide for parents in providing 
their children with the most re­ 
warding play tools and experi­ 
ences. 
From the baby in the crib to 
the older hobbyist and pet- 
owner, the many varying as­ 
pects of play are covered. 
And despite the professional 
backgrounds of the co-authors, 
the book is entirely intelligible 
to the layman and filled with 
practical, every-day advice and 
explanations. 
“The best play materials are 
often those we do not buy at all, 
but collect —■ beautiful junk,” 
we are told, for instance, in an 
early chapter. 


butors takes up a continuing 
chapter in our contemporary 
history that these young people 
are writing themselves. It is a 
sympathetic look at youthful un­ 
rest that sees a single thread —- 
the quest for student power — 
running through all the various 
demonstrations and a c t i o n s . 
Frustration is the key word. 
And the book spells it out. 


“The Most Native of Sons” 
< Doubleday, $3.95) is a superior 
biography of Richard Wright by 
another major black writer, 
John A. Williams. It is a well- 
told story of triumph over the 
pressures that plague all black 
people — even the creative 
ones. It should lead to increased 
appreciation of Wright’s great 
gifts. And to a tardy awareness 
of just how much society has 
wasted in ignoring the potential 
of an entire race. Williams 
makes these points w i t h o u t 
equivocation. 


“S l a v e r y 
in 
America” 
(McGraw-Hill, $4.95) by Robert 
Liston is part of the Of Black 
America Series, and is a history 
of America’s most shameful in­ 
stitution. No attempt is made to 
make a pretty story of the prac­ 
tice by which men regarded and 
treated other human beings as 
so much livestock. Liston has 
r e s e a r c h e d deeply and has 
come up with shocking informa­ 
tion. So monstrous were slaver­ 
y’s evil consequences, Liston 
notes, that black people still to­ 
day are handicapped by its lin- 
g e r i n g repercussions. Liston 
turns a strongly worded spot­ 
light on a subject generally 
glassed over by the school texts. 


“Life in traditional Vietnam is 
rural and harmonious,” begins 
the introduction to “Hie Toad is 
the Emperor’s Uncle” (Double­ 
day, $3.95). It’s a beginning that 
is enough to make one weep. 
The book, however, is a delight- 
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You’ve never really known what a 
permanent is until you’ve been to 
Cut & Curl! It’s totally glamor­ 
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ful and colorful retelling of old 
Indo-Chinese fables by Vo-Dinh, 
French-schooled 
Vietnamese- 
born artist now living in Penn­ 
sylvania. Vo-Dinh narrates in a 
warm style filled with child- 
appeal and has done his own il­ 
lustrations that are stronger, 
darker than the usual delicate 
art of the Orient. Belatedly, 
Americans have learned that 
the Orient has produced other 
proud and cultured people be­ 
sides the Japanese and the 
Chinese. Our old notions of su­ 
periority have been exploded. 
Best that the new generation 
learn that lesson early. 


There was a time when sports- 
writing ranked as one of the 
“glamor” occupations, a career 
to which tens of thousands of 
small boys aspired, hopeful that 
some day they might mix and 
mingle with the fabled of the 
athletic world. • Today it has 
somewhat less appeal for fewer 
youngsters. But it still remains 
an interesting field of endeavor 
as Robert Lipsyte of the New 
York Times demonstrates in his 
“Assignment: Sports” (Harper 
Row, $3.95). It is a panorama 
of Lipsyte’s “beat” from the 
1968 Olympics in Mexico City to 
baseball’s spring training camp 
and Arnold Palmer on the golf 
course. Young sports “addicts” 
will enjoy this opportunity to 
“see” the greats of the games 
through the eyes of a perceptive 
and enthusiastic professional. 


Literary “heroes,” except for 
a few of the more adventurous 
like Jack London and M a r k 
Twain, have been pretty much 
ignored as subjects of biogra­ 


phies for junior. Richard O'Con­ 
nor moves into that void with 
his 
“John 
S t e i n b e c k ” 
(McGraw-Hill, $4.95), telling of 
the life, and the work and the 
beliefs of an American writer 
genuinely concerned and greatly 
gifted. It is nice to see a book 
about a modem literary figure, 
and O’Connor has performed his 
project with the excellence and 
sensitivity his subject merits. 


“In the Wilds of A f r i c a ” 
(Four Winds, $3.95) by Robert 
Halmi is an exceptional book, 
despite the absence of color in 
the photographs. Halmi, a ve­ 
teran of the safari and a net­ 
work television director and ca­ 
meraman, takes up the more in­ 
teresting animals of the Dark 
Continent, one by one, and re­ 
veals some surprising and inter­ 
esting facts about each. Some 
good animal photographs sup­ 
plement his entertaining and en­ 
lightening text.

NEW YORK (UPI)-ftCA is 
selling a recording of Shostako­ 
vich’s 13th symphony on the 
allegation that it is a “sympho­ 
ny of protest” by a composer 
angry at the way things are in 
the Soviet Union. 
Maybe so. It has had only 
three performances in Russia. 
It is a setting of poems by the 
eminent poet, Yevtushenko, one 
of 
which 
may 
have 
been 
offensive to Soviet authorities. 
On the other hand, it is no 
less likely that the Russians 
found it too dull to perform 
often or to record. American 
performances rights were ac­ 
quired 
by 
the 
Philadelphia 
Orchestra in the usual way. 
And the Philadelphians have 
recorded 
it, 
with 
Eugene 
Ormandy conducting, with Tom 
Krause, the Finnish baritone, 
as soloist and with a Philadel­ 
phia male chorus. To speak 
softly, it is neither an exciting 
nor memorable symphony. The 
composer is using his estab­ 
lished devices (3162). 
Most provocative of the first 
Beethoven piano music record­ 
ings of this Beethoven’s 200th 
birthday year 
is 
by Glenn 
Gould. As virtuoso he played 
the “Moonlight,” “Appassiona- 
ta” 
and 
“Pathétique.” 
As 
musicologist he comments on 
them on the back of the album. 


His admiration for Beethoven 
has reservations and his opinion 
of the “Appassionata” is a very 
low one. The “Pathétique” he 
admires within limits and the 
“Moonlight” 
is 
for 
him 
a 
“masterpiece.” Virtuosos prob­ 
ably are well advised to keep 
their fingers busy and their 
mouths shut. Perhaps unjustly 
the reader-listener may well 
think the opinions are reflected 
in the playing (Columbia-7413). 
It was inevitable that Bee­ 
thoven’s first known composi­ 
tions would be recorded again, 
and here they are—the three 
“Elector” sonatas played by 
Jorg Demus and eight varia 
tions and a sonata for piano 
duet played by Demus and 
Norman Shetler. The composer 
was around 11 years old. The

Much more interesting than 
very early Beethoven is fairly 
late Vaughan Williams.

ed (heir Indian help kindly. But 
others were little more than 
slavemasters. 
One of the better employers 
was Capt. William Richardson 
of the Rancho Saucelito. His 
son, Steve, said of his father’s 
hands: 
*‘It is well-known they enjoyed 
good health. They lived in an 
equable climate, had no booze 
to break down their health pre­ 
maturely, and the habit jto tak­ 
ing daily sweats with the ac­ 
companying plunge into cold 
water was conducive to good 
health. The blood was pure. 


“THEY NEVER had a tooth­ 
ache. Probably this was due to 
their simple diet, without any 
e l e m e n t that would produce 
acidity. I never knew an Indian 
with a missing tooth unless he 
lost it by accident . . . 
“They retained their eyesight, 
unimpaired, to a great age. I 
am sure I never saw a short­ 
sighted Indian, and still less one 
who was noticeably d e a f. . . ” 
Alas, the fate of most Indians 
in Marin was far less happy. An 
epidemic of smallpox that start­ 
ed at Fort Ross and swept 
through Sonoma and Marin took 
a heavy toll of their population. 


AND WITH California now a 
state and Marin the 27th of the 
original counties, it was defin­ 
itely white m an’s country. 
The once plentiful game had 
been 
slaughtered 
by 
market 
hunters for hides and tallow. 
The 
Indians 
were 
forced to 
subsist on clams and fish, so 
that many lived along the shores 
of Tomales Bay. 
A few remained in the Nicasio 
vicinity, among them Jose Cal- 
eistro, a chief and said to be the 


last of the full-blooded Indians 
of Marin. 
There is a sad commentary 
that bespeaks the final fate of 
Marin’s once thriving Indian pop­ 
ulace in the “History of Marin 
County” published in 1880 by Al­ 
ley, Bowen & Co. It states: 


“THE NICASIO Indians were 
at once time a very powerful 
tribe 
numbering many 
thou­ 
sands and filling the whole val­ 
ley, but they have vanished be­ 
fore the silent forces of civiliza­ 
tion . . . Dire contagion stalked 
through the land and claimed 
many tithings for the charnel 
house of death, and later the ac­ 
cursed ‘firewater* of the white 
man overcame and destroyed 
the sons (of the once proud Indi­ 
ans), while the souls and bodies 
of the daughters were sold in 
prostitution . . . 
“Thus have their ranks been 
decimated until scarcely a score 
can be mustered, and the once 
populous village contains only 
eight wigwams now. 
"What few remain of the tribe 
live upon a tract of about 30 
acres, situated about two miles 
east of Nicasio in a lovely val­ 
ley which was purchased by 
Jose Caleistro, their last chief, 
of William J. Miller, several 
years ago, as ajio m e for the 
remnants of his people. The 
county appropriates $40 a month 
for their support which togeth­ 
er with the pittance of wages 
they earn and the game they 
kill, affords them a meager 
sustenance. • 


"THERE ARE five who are 
very aged, indeed — in fact, so 
old that nothing can be obtained 
that w;ould establish the dates of 
their births, and they are al­ 
most helpless. 
"They are patiently waiting 
for death to come and take

them to their people who have 
gone before them, long ago, to 
the happy hunting grounds.” 
It is a sad ending to a saga in 
which the white man once again 
covered himself with shame, 
rather than with glory. 


AND IT BEHOOVES us all 


when we sometimes feel super­ 
ior to these primitive aborigines 
who are among us no more to 
stop and wonder: 
Are fume-spewing a u t o m o ­ 
biles really superior to fleet 
Indian ponies? Are processed 
and re-processed foodstuffs real­ 
ly better for us than the simple 


fare of the Indians? Is the hec- 
”t ic pace we set for our daily 
lives really more fulfilling than 
the leisurely life lived by the 
Miwoks? 
Might we not still learn some 
lessons from these humble peo­ 
ple who lived tn harmony rather 
than hostility with nature?

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The Versatile Building Product 
Plywood— 


Plywood — those great big boards of­ 
fered in a variety of grades and types — 
is probably one of the most versatile 
building products you can buy from your 
lumber dealer. 
With it, you can panel a room, build a 
boat, construct a house — ’most any­ 
thing. 
Plywood comes in standard sheets of 
four 
by 
eight 
feet, 
although 
larger 
lengths are available, and some lumber 
dealers pre-cut standard sheets to handy 
sizes such as two by four feet, etc. 


DOUGLAS FIR plywood — the most 


common — comes in two types: inlVior 
and exterior. 
Exterior has a waterproof glue bond 
between laminations; interior is intended 
for use inside and is so fabricated. Both 
types are plainly marked. 
Plywood also is graded according to 
the quality of the surface of the panels. 
There are many grades; however, you’ll 
probably need to know only the following 
information for most projects. 


INTERIOR PLYWOOD 
Panels, referred to as “good both 
sides,” are graded A-A. It is smooth and 
free from knot holes and imperfections 


on both surfaces and it is used where 
both sides of the panel will show. 
A-D grade panels are good on one side 
with some knot holes and cracks on the 
other side. If this side will be finished, 
you can fill the imperfections with wat­ 
er-mixed wood putty, sand it smooth, 
and paint over it. 


EXTERIOR PLYWOOD 
Similar to interior panels in A-D grade. 
Exterior A-C panels can be used for out­ 
door projects where the plywood itself 
will be the finished surface. 
Sheathing grade plywood is termed 
C-D and is used for the exterior skin of a 


house or roof where another material 
will be applied over it. Use this material 
for playhouses, tool sheds, and projects 
where the panel will be covered from the 
elements. 


THROUGH MODERN manufacturing 
techniques, there are many special kinds 
of plywood panels made — textured for 
decorative effects, overlaid, marine, and, 
of course, hardwood-plywood surfaces 
for paneling a wall. The latter come in a 
variety of woods — walnut, cherry, ma­ 
hogany, oak, etc. 
Most are prefinished so all you have to 
do is install it.

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A Gazebo Makes The Ideal Place 
For The Outdoor Summer Party 


With an entertainment gaze­ 
bo, the summer hostess can en­ 
joy the party as much as the 
guests. 
Instead of being isolated in 
the 
kitchen 
with 
last-minute 
preparations, she can join the 
crowd and let the food practical­ 
ly take care of itself. 
An outdoor entertainment cen­ 
ter should be planned for per­ 
formance as well as beauty. 
That means built-in conveni­ 
ences, such as a barbecue, stor­ 
age for fuel and utensils, and if 
possible, a refrigerator drawer 
to cut down on trips to the kitch­ 
en. The gazebo should have 
all-weather wood counters and 
benches to make eating and 
conversation areas within easy 
reach of the food center. The 
first step is to choose a good 
plan and the right materials. 


FOR LUMBER, you can’t go 
wrong with a western wood such 
as Douglas fir or red cedar. 
One plan shows a gazebo with 
a basic structure of four - by - 
eight - inch posts, resting on 
concrete footings, and a red ce­ 
dar shake roof. The area be­ 
neath the roof is laid with tile 
and covered with coarse gravel 
for drainage. 
The 
central 
barbecue 
fire, 
which is vented by a vertical 
flue extending through the roof, 
has a cap of matching red cedar 
boards. Built-in storage, refri­ 
gerator drawer and counters 
are clustered around the barbe­ 
cue.
